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THE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 



At the last Annual Meeting a framed architect's sketch 
of the then proposed new front for the Institute's building 
was presented tx> you, and I endeavored to describe to you 
what was the plan for the interior of our future plant. 

Within a few weeks, but unavoidably not in season for 
this meeting, the Building Committee hope to be able 
to report to the Board of Directors that their work has 
been completed, or enough so to warrant the opening to 
our members, and their guests, of what will be a most 
dignified, useful, handsome, and generally satis&ctory con- 
tinuation of imposing hall-approach in centre; library 
quarters and heating plant on the right; special study 
rooms, stack room, art gallery, and museum on the left ; 
with storage, packing rooms, and many general conven- 
iences about the whole structure. 

1 call your attention to some special features of historic 
interest in the construction of the new museum and art 
gallery, to which our Secretary will call your attention in 
his report, and of which he will tell you. 

The efforts of those who have had the planning and 
placing of these exhibits in the alcoves, cases, and on the 
walls, have been untiring, and they, with those who have 
given of their knowledge and experience to also help in 
making the results so satisfactory, well deserve the thanks 
and commendation of every one. 

These great improvements have been made possible, 
without incurring debt, by the interest and generosity of 
citizens, who have been loyal, by liberal gifts and judicious 
activity, to the Institute. Yet it has been done without 
incurring debt ; and it was the concensus of opinion that 
the g^reat improvements so soon to be opened to the public 
view, and to be long kept open as an educator and delight 
to many persons, was an unquestioned necessity. 
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Diaiy, oontaining 506 pages and 21 illuBtrations, has been 
completed and is about to be sent to the binder. The 
typewritten copy of the original diary has been made as 
far as March 10th, 1805. 

The work of classifying and mounting the collection of 
manoscripts is now practically completed. As soon as 
opportunity may permit a subject index should be com- 
piled and eventually printed. The collection contains a 
wealth of original matter, the historical and biographical 
value of which is practically unknown. 

The Essex Institute has coK>perated with tiie Peabody 
Museum in the preparation of a collection of objects to be 
exhibited at ike Jamestown Exposition. The exhibit 
illustrates Salem's activity in the commercial marine, and 
consists of pictures of various types of vessels, of prom- 
inent merchants and their residences, and also nautical 
instruments and printed and manuscript matter relating 
to ships and shipping covering the period from the 17th 
century to recent times. 

The unusual number of valuable gifts to tiie museum 
acknowledged in last year's annual report has been more 
than equalled in value and historical interest by those re- 
ceived during the current year. When the Peabody Mu- 
seum demolished the Hubon house on Charter street to 
make room for the recently erected addition to its museum, 
the fine staircase in the front hall was given to the Insti- 
tute. The Hubon house was built atx^ut 1772 and the 
neweU post and balusters are elegant examples of the best 
hand-carved work of that period, and now, when installed 
in the rear of our new museum hall, this flight of stairs 
leading to the gallery is a dominant feature in the hall and 
is of rare architectural beauty. The Institute is also much 
indebted to Messrs. Pitman & Brown of this city, for archi- 
tectural finish taken from the Benjamin Pickman house on 
Essex street, more notably for the two fluted arches that 
have been preserved in the wall separating our new muse- 
um hall from the picture galleiy. 

Mr. Abel H. Proctor, at the suggestion of Mr. Lawrence 
W. Jenkins, has presented a brass sundial, formerly the 
property of John Proctor, the witchcraft victim. The 
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dial bears the date 1644 and is without a maker's mark. 
It is a most interesting museum specimen, not only in that 
it is an early example of dialling, but for its sentimental 
associations — a very fit companion to the Gk>yenor Endecott 
dial which was made in London by Boyer in 1680. 

Mrs. Charles O. Chever, of North Andover has con- 
tinued to enrich oar collections. In January she presented 
a table formerly owned by her grandfather, the Rev. Dan- 
iel Oliver of Salem. It was loaned by him to Joshoa 
Ward and was used as a dressing table in the chamber of 
the Ward house occupied by Washington on the night of 
Oct. 29, 1789, while he was on his eastern tour. 

Mifls Sarah A« Chever of Melrose Highlands, Mr. Arthur 
Little of Swampeoott and Mrs. David Crocker of Boston, 
have given numerous articles of costume and adornment. 
From Miss Sarah £. Cross has been received a remarkable 
series of official notices of her annual election as teacher 
in the public schools of Salem, for fifty consecutive years 
ending with 1894. Through the interested services of 
Mr. Willis H. Bopes an early type of the Franklin stove 
has been presented by Miss Mary J. Thayer. This stove 
or open giate, was formerly in ^e Salem Custom House, 
and was purchased by the Deputy Collector William 
Wait Oliver and set up in his house in Broad street in 
1812. There it remained until last December when it was 
removed to the Institute and is now installed in the al- 
oove in the Museum which has been fitted up to represent 
a bedroom of the year 1800. Another notable contribu- 
tion was the eagle, carved in wood, probably by Mclotire, 
which for years has adorned the entrance to the building 
on Central street, which was used as a Custom House in 
the year 1805. For this gift the Institute is indebted to 
Mr. Joseph F. Tucker of Chicago. 

Objects exhibited in museums attract the attention of 
the visiting public from divers causes and with varying 
degrees of interest Certain objects have an artistic, his- 
toric, or intrinsic interest. Other objects arouse curiosity 
or enthusiasm because of sentiment or peraonal association, 
while still another class of objects have an interest only as 
curiosities. Yet the curious object is looked upon with 
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deeper inteiest and makes a more lasting impreesion upon 
the aveiage visitor, than does the specimen possessed of 
artistic or historical significance. It is a deplorable com- 
mentaiy upon the education and intelligence of that class 
of persons known as the ^ general pubuc," that the Pea- 
body Museum is more often remembered from the fact 
that it has upon exhibition a remarkable carving in wood 
popularly known as «« Heaven and Hell,*' rather than by 
its large exhibit of specimens of natural histoiy, its ethno> 
logical collections, or its marine hall. 

For years the Essex Institute has exhibited a cheny 
stone, containing 118 minute silver spoons. This very 
generally arouses interest and is frequently asked for by 
visitors. It is supposed to have been made in England 
about the year 1810. A few months ago its duplicateap- 
peared in private custody in Nantucket There it aroused 
the mechanical ingenuity of a Mr. Joy, a civil engioeer, 
who forthwith proceeded to turn out replicas by the grossy 
distributing them with lavish hand. The Institute now 
possesses cherry stones of 19th and of 20th century fruit* 
ing, both containing diminutive spoons. But the advent 
of the stone of recent growth somewhat dims the glo^ of 
the century old curiosity. 

Not long ago it came to my attention that a member of 
the Institute had sold, at waste paper prices, long files of 
Salem newspapers that had been preserved for many years 
in attic seclusion. There are several large libraries that 
gladly would have paid treble the sum given by the rag 
man and the file thus would have been pmerued rattier 
than destroyed. The Secretary is always glad to advise 
and assist in the disposal of any material which the house- 
holder may wish to discard. If the accumulation uemmg^ 
ly has no value and is about to be destroyed, please aond 
a postal notification of the fact and we wUl gladly sendfor 
it and by personal inspection separate the grains of wheat 
and then destroy the chaff. The ill-esteemed trifle maj be 
of value in our library or be available for exchange mth 
other libraries. Within two years a citizen of Salem de- 
stroyed a considerable number of Carrier's Addresses and 
in so doing he probably burned an address of which but 
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three copies are known to exist and the only one ever sold 
brought about $125.00. Advice is frequently given to 
enquirers as to the market value of books and engravings 
and it should be very generally known that while the In- 
stitute is always glad to receive gifts, it also buys books 
and manuscripts which may be needed in its library. 

The near approach of the time when the new museum 
hall and picture gallery will be ready for occupancy, very 
naturally brings to mind suggestions for enlarging the 
work of the Institute and the more effectively bringing it 
into touch with the public and particularly with the public 
schools. For a number of years past the museum has been 
visited annually by various classes or schools, in charge of 
instructors. The great majority of these classes came 
frop out of town and the children in many instances have 
been required to make notes of certain historical objects 
in the museum, and to prepare a written report as a part 
of their regular school work. More advanced schools like 
Lassell Seminary and Bradford Academy have also con- 
sidered it desirable that their senior classes should annual- 
ly visit the Institute. 

Now if the museum has possessed an educational influ- 
ence in the past, particularly during the congested condi- 
tions of recent years, it is most certain that much more 
effective work will be possible in the future, for the rear- 
ranged collections will illustrate, in an almost unique man- 
ner, the every-day life of our forefathers ; the clothing they 
wore ; the tools ti^ey used in their daUy occupations ; and 
many objects of personal association or curious interest, all 
of which cannot fail to serve as object lessons and convey 
an historical illustration far more effective and impressive 
than could be secured by any text-book. The Peabody 
Museum in this city exhibits a superb collection of objects 
illustrating the natural science of Essex County and in the 
larger field of the peoples of the world its ethnological col- 
lections are of inestimable value in the study of geography 
and history. As the Essex Institute and the Peabody Mu- 
seum cannot be transported to the several towns in the 
County, may it not be possible to arouse in these towns a 
lively interest in our museums and thereby bring to Salem 
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not only the children in the public schools but their 
parents and elders in the home. Salem is the shiretown 
of the County and both public and educational interests 
very naturally grayitate in its direction. The desired result 
might be attained in various ways. For example : the Els- 
sex Institute and the Peabody Museum could jointly issue 
an attractive circular letter describing the work of tiie two 
institutions and giving a brief outline of the contents of 
their museums. This letter should extend an invitation 
to school superintendents and to teachers in the public 
schools, to bring their pupils to Salem during each school 
year to spend the day in the two museums and also in vis- 
iting locations having historical or personal associations. 
A pledge should be given that upon previous appointment^ 
a curator should meet the classes and from the larger bulk 
of the museum^ point out and briefly describe the objects 
best suited to the study of each particular class. Concise 
lectures, or talks illustrated by original objects from the 
collections, should follow in natural sequence and would 
most admirably supplement many of the courses of study 
in the schools. 

This is not a new idea. The Peabody Museum for years 
has co-operated with a teacher in the public schools who 
has wished to bring her pupils to Salem. The Institute 
has done the same, although not in a systematic manner. 
In England and on the continent many of the museums 
are co-operating with the schools in every way possible. 
The scholars visit the museums as a matter of course and 
carry away with them impressions that vitalize the studies 
of the schoolroom. 

At the Hull (England) Museum, lectures to scholars 
are given three mornings in each week by arrangement 
with the curator. Each lecture lasts about half an hour 
and is illustrated by objects from the cases. 

The Museum at Hazelmere, England, is well known 
throughout the district and is frequently visited by schools 
from a considerable distance. The annual visit under the 
charge of a teacher is an excursion which is always looked 
forward to with delight Classes for local children are 
held throughout the year and are attended from all the 
schools in the immediate neighborhood. 
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To the Museum of Nataral History at Leeds, the chil- 
dren in the higher grade of the public schools are taken 
weekly in divisions under the charge of their teachers and 
the visit is made the occasion for the preparation of papers 
by the scholars. 

The Trustees of the Manchester (England) Art Museum 
report the number of their visitors to be nearly 65,000. 
CLisses from the elementary schools in the neighborhood 
attend for weekly lessons, twenty schools having sent 
classes var]ring from 40 to 60 in number on no less than 
826 occasions. The total number of scholars who visited 
the Museum during the year was 14,480. Various socie- 
ties and organizations were shown the collections by a cu- 
rator or museum official and the graces of hospitality were 
not lost sight of, for tea was provided by the Trustees. 

Such work could not be accomplished in Salem at once, 
and it might be difficult to attain under local conditions, 
but a suggestive and attractive circular letter mailed each 
spring to every school superintendent and to every teacher 
of the higher grades in the schools of Essex County would 
be likely to attract attention and eventually organize a 
movement leading to the desired end. It would also em- 
phasize to all the teachers the fact that their scholars 
always would be welcomed and aided, and also demon- 
strate anew our charter obligations — that the Essex In- 
stitute is a County Institution.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 



In the report which follows the results of the year's ac- 
tivities are chronicled, but the detail of routine work while 
occupying a large amount of time and requiring careful 
and constant attention affords little of interest to the mem- 
bers. The library now contains 95,878 volumes and 
884,295 pamphlets, of which 1,888 volumes and 5,864 
pamphlets and serials were received the past year. 

The gifts to the library have been numerous and varied. 
j Two large collections have been received during the year, 

Q^ one from th{ Essex South District Medical Society and 

j the other from the Essex Agricultural Society. Several 

years ago the late William Mack, M. D, bequeathed to 
the Essex Institute a fund, the income of which, to 
be expended under the direction of the oflScers of the 
Essex South District Medical Society and oflScers of 
the Essex Institute, shall be applied to the purchase of 
*« rare and expensive works relating to medicine and sur- 
geiy," the same to be added to the medical library of the 
Essex Institute. On October 9, 1906 an agreement was 
made between the Essex South District Medical Society 
and the Essex Institute whereby the Medical Society has 
deposited its library of medical books, pamphlets and peri- 
odicals with the Essex Institute. This collection con- 
sisting of nearly five thousand volumes, many of which 
are of early imprint, wiU be combined with the medical 
library of the Essex Institute numbering upwards of thirty- 
five hundred volumes and placed in one of the three rooms 
for special libraries made available by the remodelling of 
the Museum building. The entire collection will be clas- 
sified, and made available for consultation during the com- 
ing year. The union of these two libraries, together with 
future growth, will build up, at a central point in Essex 

(20) 
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Gouniy and in the custody of a County institution, a libiaiy 
which will be of value to members of the medical profes- 
sion and, as the years go by, greatly increase in size and 
importance. 

The Essex Agricultural Society has presented to the 
Institute its library numbering between six and seven hun- 
dred volumes and including a considerable number of 
books of English imprint, publications of societies, and 
periodicals, supplementing the agricultural collection of 
the Institute which already contained over fourteen hun- 
dred volumes not including the numerous publications of 
the varions departments and bureaus of the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, a large portion of which have been 
cataloged by nse of the printed cards obtained from the 
deparbnent. 

The purchases for the year have been made under the 
direction of the Book Committee along the usual lines and 
842 volumes and 987 pamphlets and serials have been 
added to the library in this way. 

Early in the year there appeared in the Boston Sunday 
Globe an article with interesting illustrations relating to 
General Frederick Townsend Ward, our &mous townsman. 
Upon inquiry the name and address of the contributor 
were secured and a correspondence ensued. As a result, 
the gentleman came to the Essex Institute in October 
bringing with him negatives (which had been made at con- 
siderable expense under his personal supervision) of the 
grave of General Ward in Soonkong, China, and of the 
shrine erected to his memory by the Chinese government. 
The Institute secured, not only the negatives (from which 
carbon prints will be made and hung in the Ward memo- 
rial room) but also an extremely interesting and valuable 
description of the surroundings and of the conditions ex- 
isting at the shrine. 

The work of classification and cataloging has been in- 
terrupted by changes on the staff and by the necessity of 
devoting much time to the moving of the books and other 
work incidental to the enlargement of the library accomo- 
dations. The following classes have been cataloged during 
the year :^ Description and travel, Ancient history, English 
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histoiy, U. S. local history from New York to Califoniia,. 
ftad the Fine Arts collection. 15,877 cards have been ad- 
ded to the oatalog and 4,578 to the shelf list making a 
total of 20,456 ctttds written during the year. The cata- 
log now contains 81,286 cards and the shelf list 24,798 
cards. 

When all parte of the library have been placed in per- 
manent location, all the books in the Library building and 
two of the special collections in the Museum building to- 
gether with a considerable number of U. S. documents will 
have been •cataloged. 

The use of the printed cards obtained from the Library 
of Congress has been continued and 5,145 cards have been 
purchased. In addition to this over 9000 printed cards 
cataloging government publications have been obtained 
from Uie U. S. Superintendent of Documents. 

The log books have again proved their value as a source 
of information. Mr. Ralph D. Paine, the well-known 
writer, is drawing from them material for a new work relat- 
ing to Salem on the sea. He is very enthusiastic in r^^ard 
to the value and resources of the marine libraiy. 

Last spring an attempt was made in a small way to 
exhibit some of the wild flowers of this locality. The 
flowers were placed on the desk in the reading room with 
a label giving the common as well as scientific name, with 
Mrs. Dana's How to know the wild flowers and Oray's 
botany. During the season over twenty-five species were 
shown including several rare specimens among which was 
the painted cup (^BarUia eoeeined). 

As the present year marks the centennial of the birth of 
our famous Essex County poet, John Greenleaf Whittier, 
would it not be fitting for the Essex Institute to commem- 
orate the event by literary exercises and an exhibition of 
the first editions of his writings as was done in 1904 to 
celebrate the anniversary of the one hundredth birthday of 
Nathaniel Hawthorne ? 

A large part of the library has been relocated during^ 
the past few months in the bookstack of three floors which 
has been constructed in the lower part of the Museum 
building. Owing to the fact that the part of the building 
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where the book stack is located had to be entirely cleared 
before the work could be done, and to .the occupancy of a 
portion of the building by the Athenaeum while their new 
library building was being erected, the public documents, 
bound newspapers, the classes of philosophy and religion, 
and many o^ers were temporarily placed in the basement, 
and when finally shelved in a permanent location in the 
stack will have been moved several times. The task 
of moving the library has been no light one but it has been 
made much easier by the book elevator which was recent- 
ly installed in the library building, and the use of a series 
of numbered boxes. Books which have heretofore re- 
mained unclassified for lack of sufficient space have been 
grouped in approximate location, but considerable work 
still remains before the classification has been completed. 
Several changes have been planned for the study rooms to 
allow for the growth of the genealogies and locid histories, 
and the grouping of the books of reference, and it has be- 
come necessaiy to assign three rooms to the Essex County 
collection, which has entirely outgrown its present space. 
The rearrangement of the library allows for the estimated 
growth of twenty years and provides convenient rooms in 
the Museum building for three of the special collections, 
the Ward Memorial library, the Marine collection and 
the Medical library. Among other much needed improve- 
ments the building has been equipped with a house tele- 
phone giving connection with the library, book stack, 
museum and boiler room. 

The installment of steam heating apparatus and the con- 
struction of a boiler house has allowed the basements of 
both the Library and Museum buildings to be freed of 
furnaces, coal bins, etc. and equipped with shelving. One 
of these basements will be almost entirely filled by the 
newspaper collection consisting of about 8000 volumes, 
and many packages of unbound papers which are being 
bound as rapidly as funds will permit. 

A letter was received from the office of the Newbury- 
port Herald offering to present to the Institute an incom- 
plete file of that paper from 1800 to 1880. The Institute's 
collection of Essex County newspapers ought to be made 
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as complete as possible and other editors should recognize 
the importance of having a file of their papers preseryed 
in a safe place for the use of the present generation and 
for posterity. Manj of our members do not realize the 
importance of placing in our custody the ephemeral pamph- 
let or the newspaper of the day, but the apparently com- 
mon and worthless printed matter of the present may be 
of great value fifty years hence, and what the library may 
do for its members in the future is to a certain extent de- 
termined l^ what its friends do for it in the present

The past year in our Institute's life has indeed been 
one of great and most necessaiy advance for its usefulness, 
both for our County's interests, and as a valuable asset 
for this noted city in which it is located. These improve- 
ments seem to have been wisely financed by the direction 
of our Board of Directors, with the approval of those gen- 
tlemen who have so well served us as our Finance Com- 
mittee. It is true that the cost of the additions which 
have been made has removed so much income jrielding 
property from our funds, but those who so generously 
gave undoubtedly expected or hoped for advances of this 
character to be made. 

We must continue to appeal to, and expect from, an 
appreciative public, a further increase of our funds in order 
to continue the progressiveness that has always character- 
ized the work here— of which we all are so well informed, 
especially those who are the more active membeis. If 
matiftrial is given to us, we need money to care for and 
help to protect it, and to display it properly to those whom 
we would have benefitted by it 

How can our appeal for funds, and our needs, be best 
presented, so that those who are interested, and able to 
give of money and material, may know of this good cause ? 
This is always a problem. We must depend upon our 
members, as well as upon our printed statements, to secure 
for us the endowments that are deserved. 

A most wise purchase of land became possible on Brown 
street, and future generations would have severely blamed 
your Directors had it not been acquired. Our landed 
property is now well shaped, and controlled for wise future 
use, and the Institute is to be congratulated in all ways 
upon the general splendid condition of its holdings. 
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The UDtiring efforts of our Coistor and Secretaiy, Mr. 
Dow, together with Miss Watem, our Librarian, with their 
asaistantB, cannot be spoken of in too high terms, and joar 
careful attention is asked to their Reports which they will 
sabmit this evening. For the money which has been ex- 
pended a good return has been receiyed, and brains and 
good jud^ent are shown on eveiy side of us. Nothing 
could have contributed more to the safety of our buildings 
and their contents, than the establishment of a safe and 
efficient heating plant, which must encourage patrons, and 
new possible patrons, to see safety in our guardianship. 

Our neighbors, an old and lustoric organization, the 
Second Coips of Cadets, have made us the depository of 
their complete set of uniforms, and it is fortunate that we 
are so near that we are able to take cave of it for them. 
Company H of the Eighth Regiment known as the Salem 
Light Infantry, also with historic associations, — also has 
much within our walls that relates to their history. 

I have been the recipient of personal courtesies from 
both these organizations, and largely to the inspiration of 
the music of their bands and to Uieir martial bearing, is it, 
that when a boy, I first absorbed that militery interest which 
kept me for thirty years of my life an active member of the 
Massachusetts military. 

I am glad to be able, as your President, to congrratulate 
both organizations upon their new and more permanent 
quarters and I believe we can recognize them as most use- 
ful neighbors. 

Let us of the Institute push on and upward in what we 
plan and ask the help of a kind Providence to promote all 
that is good for Essex County and Salem upon our lines 
of wor£ 



REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 



After many years of anticipation the Essex Institute at 
last is equipped with enlarged quarters, conveniently ar- 
ranged and well adapted to its present needs. The new 
rea^ng room and lecture hall on the first floor of the li- 
brary building, and the study rooms and work rooms on 
the floor above, seem to be admirably fitted for their in- 
tended uses, while sufficient space has been provided in 
the book stack to supply shelving for the probable increase 
of the library during the next twenty years or more. As 
for the picture gallery and museum hall — nothing has 
been heaid save words of commendation. 

It was anticipated at the outset that suitable installation 
of the museum collections would invite further gifts, and 
such has proved to be the fact. During the past ten 
months hardly a week has passed without the receipt of 
museum or art objects, oftentimes in considerable number. 
Inevitably, the cases have filled up, and in several sections 
exhibition space is now at a premium, notably in the east- 
em gallery. In this gallery are exhibited the tools and 
implements used about the house and in the trades. Con- 
siderable collections of such objects have been acquired in 
Topsfield, Boxford and Newbury, while the inde&tigable 
zeal of Mr. Willis H. Ropes has brought to our doors, 
from Salem, Peabody and Gloucester, chests of tools and 
early and curious implements. This particular section of 
the museum has aroused so much interested comment that 
it seems not only fitting but necessary that every effort 
should be made, now, while it may be possible, to collect 
every object that illustrates the Ufe and environment of 
our New England ancestors. The collection of such ma- 
terial now preserved at Deerfield in this state, is large, but 
it is lacking in scientific arrangement, and its geographical 
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location renden the ezliibit» to a laige degree, inaocessible 
to the avenge observer. There are but two other ooiisid- 
erable coUeotioiis in the ooontiy— one at Doylestown, Pa., 
and the other at Fainnonnt Park, Philadelphia, both mote 
generally ilhiatnting life in Penneylyania. 

The pictare gallery is before yon. The available epaoe 
has been utilized. To exhibit other canvasses will neces- 
sitate the removal of some of those now upon the walls. 
Li some instances this may not be considered a hardship, 
but a very general removal of pictores in order to provide 
space for a special exhibition is undesirable and presents 
much opportunity for criticism. We must anticipate the 
erection at some future day of another gallery devoted en- 
tirely to the special exhitntions of objects in our collec- 
tions, and to loan exhibits. With the facilities now avail- 
able it is proposed to install in the central cases in the pic- 
ture gallery, during each summer season, small collections 
of costume, &brics, early engravings, miniatures, seals, 
coins and medals, autographs, eto., together with objects 
of historical interest, such as the Governor Bradford chris- 
tening blanket, the Ann Oower sampler, the Endecott sun- 
dial, and the George Jacobs canes. With these would be 
shown the tea ^m the Boston Tea Party, the cherry-stone 
containing silver spoons, and similar curiosa. With the 
passing of tiste summer visitor, much of this exhibit would 
be stored and then would follow, from time to time, spec- 
ial exhibitions showing in variety, the diverse collections 
and activities of the Essex Institute. During the past 
season the following special exhibitions have been ar- 
ranged. 

December 17, 1907. John Greenleaf Whittier Centenary. 
First editions and printed works, autograph letters, manu- 
scripts, portraits and personal relics. Bare first editions 
and manuscripte lackiog in the Institute collections, were 
loaned by Mr. Stephen H. Wakeman of New York Cily, 
and the Whittier Collections at Chk Knoll were freely 
drawn upon through the kind permission of Mrs. Wood- 
man and Miss Jolmson. 

February 1, 1908. Manufacturer's samples of cotton, 
woolen and silk fabrics, about 1800 in number, woven in 
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England between 1828 and 1882. Thiongh the aseistanoe 
of Mr. G. J. H. Woodbuij, the Seoietaiy of the Cotton 
lfann£aotaier*8 Association, reading notices describing the 
exhibition were inserted in several trade papers with the 
lesnlt <liat saperintendents and designers from several 
large miUs studied the collection. 

Febraary 17, 1908. A loan exhibition from the AUoe 
Flint Brooks Collection of Book Plates, showing plates and 
labels osed by residents of Salem, various American plates, 
and over fifty examples of the work of the late Edwin H. 
French. All the plates exhibited were American and, with 
the exception of thoee engraved by French, were in use 
before 1850. 

Bfarch 16, 1908. A loan exhibition of water colors by 
Miss Mary Mason Brooks, painted during the past year in 
Brittany and on the continent. 

April 1, 1908. A selection of sixty plates from Audur 
bon's Birds of North America, from tLe subscriber's copy, 
London, 1827-1888, presented to the Essex Institute by 
Mrs. E. L. Sogers. These plates had not been publicly 
exhibited in StUem for over fifty years, and were viewed 
with much interest by many lovers of birds. At the same 
time were shown over fifty water colors of Essex County 
birds, painted by Augustus Fowler of Danvers before I860. 

W. W. Story's marble statue of ** Medea," presented to 
to the Institute several yean ago by Mr. Dudley L. Pick- 
man of Boston, and which,' for lack of space, has been 
shown upon the sti^e of Academy Hall, has been removed 
and placed in the entrance hallway on the first floor of 
the library building. 

Among the gifts to the museum should be noted the fol- 
lowing: 

Mr. Edward M. Baymond of Charlestown : oil painting 
by Norton, marble bust of Shakespeare, china, marble vases 
and miscellaneous historical objects. Mr. Raymond has also 
loaned numerous valuable oil paintings, now in the picture 
gaUeiy, and a considerable collection of china, Wedgewood 
and Satsuma. 

Mrs. P. C. Goodwin of Boston: an oil portrait of Wil- 
liam Hayman, who was bom in Salem in 1817. 
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Estate of Ifiw PrisoiUa Hodges : dresses and articles of 
costume. 

liiss Marion C. Allen: oil paintings, engravings^ silver, 
medals, &c. 

Estate of Mrs. Harriet P. Gladding : wax bas-relief por- 
tntits of five membeos of the Lang fimily of Salem, made 
before 1826. 

Rev. Henry Bedinger: Civil War relics. 

Mr. CharloB P. Bowditoh of Boston: 120 photogra^ic 
n^iatives of portraits and illustrations used in the PIcIl- 
ering genealogy. 

Mr. John Robinson : 298 oriental coins and medals to 
be added to the Robinson Memorial Collection of Oriental 
Coins. 

The Boston Museum of Bine Arts has deposited with 
the Institute a considerable collection of historical costume 
and nearly two hundred specimens of wall paper made be- 
tween 1820 and 1860, an excellent foundation upon which 
to build up a collection. 

From the Second Corps of Cadets has been received 
upon permanent deposit ten military uniforms, with hats 
and military equipment, illustrating the development of 
the unifonn of the Corps. An exhibition case was also 
provided and full length figures upon which to place the 
uniforms. 

Upon invitation of the Ipswich Historical Society, a 
field meeting was held at Ipswich on July 11th. The 
weather was unpleasant in the afternoon, yet there was a 
good attendance. 

It undoubtedly will interest the members of the Essex 
Institute to know that our piesent janitor and messenger, 
William McGrane, has served in that capacity for over 
forty years, and on February 8, 1908, the anniversary date, 
the Board of Directors, then in session, adopted the follow- 
ing resolution and ordered that it be spread upon the 
records : 

Resolvbd, That in recognition of the completion on 
this day of the continuous service of forty years as janitor 
of the Essex Institute by William McGrane, the Board of 
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Directors of the Baaez Inetitute in regular meeting aaaem- 
bled, desiraB to place upon recoid its hearty appreciation 
of his onawerving fidelity to this Institntion, and also of 
the geneial efficiency witii which he has performed the di- 
Tenmed leqnirements which have devolved upon him dur^ 
ing this unusually long term of service, and l^t there be 
presented to him an ei^prossed copy of this lesolve. 

The membeiship of &e Essex Institute on May 1, 1908 
was 644 in number, consisting of 666 active membeis, 28 
life members, and 58 in the corresponding list During 
the year 14 members have died, 48 active members have 
been elected and accepted membeiship, and 19 have with- 
drawn. Since September 9, 1907, when the Museum was 
opened to the public, there have been 11,581 visitors. 

On January 80, 1908, the Salem Teachers* Association 
had a regular meeting in the picture gallery and was ad- 
dressed upon the possibilities of co-operation between the 
Institute and the public schools. Quite a number of teach- 
ers have already brought their pupils to inspect the mu- 
seum as a regcdar adjunct of class work, but as yet no sys- 
tematic attendance on the part of the schools has been 
affected. The usual number of out-of-town schools have 
come to Salem for this purpose. 

The public lectures, as in recent years, have been given 
in Academy Hall, the Trustees in charge co-operating with 
the Institute. Eight lectures were given in the Free 
Ck>ur8e, all of which were illustrated ei&er by stereopticon 
or blackboard. Six evenings were occupied by Home 
Meetings, at which refreshments were served. These 
meetings were held in the new reading room which is most 
admirably suited to such a purpose. The attendance 
nearly approached one hundred on several occasions.

The services of two assistantB and one cataloger were 
dispensed with at the beginning of the fiscal year, a re- 
daction in the working force imide necessary by the con- 
siderable expenditores on accoont of the purchase of the 
Plummer Hall property and the cost of construction and 
remodelling. The working force now numbeis seven — 
the Secretary, the Librarian, two catalogers, two assist- 
ants, and a janitor. One of the assistants is stationed in 
the museum, and the other is in charge of the reading 
room and also attends to the correspondence and typewrit- 
ing. It is necessary at all times to have some one stationed 
in the museum, another in charge of the reference work in 
the lifaraiy, and a third in tibe reading room or office. To 
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ooyer these several stations with the present f orooi at the 
same time properly arranging for noon hours, half holidays, 
vacations, and temporary abscences, presents a difficult 
administrative problem. It is much to be desired that our 
endowment may be increased in the near future by at least 
95000, so that the salary of an additional assistant may be 
provided for. 

The work of copying the Bentley Diary has progressed 
slowly this year, principally owing to the reduction in the 
workmg force, yet sufficient printer's copy has accumur 
lated to provide for one-half of Volume III of the printed 
Diary, and early in 1909 the volume should be ready for 
the press. The last edition of the Visitor's Guide to Salem 
is nearly exhausted and the Publication Committee is en- 
gaged in preparing copy for a new edition. 

The publications of the past year have been as follows : 
— ^Historical Collections, Vol. XLIU ; the annual report; 
Dr. Bentley's Diary, VoL II ; and the Vital Records of 
SauguSy Lynnfield, Hamilton and Essex. The more im- 
portant deprints from the Historical Collections were the 
Gardner and Lewis genealogies; Mrs. Woodman's paper 
on Whittier, prepared for the Centenary ; and Mr. Ran- 
toul's monograph on Gen. Frederick Townsend Ward. 

The work of copying and compiling the vital records of 
Essex County cities and towns is progressing satisfacto- 
rily, but at the present rate of progress at least eight years 
must elapse before the entire County has been completed. 
The Danvers records are now being put into type, Ipswich 
is nearly ready for the printer, and work is progressing 
well at Newbury, Newburyport and West Newbury. The 
collection and completion of the vital records of Salem 
naturally should represent the highest degree of perfec- 
tion and completion possible. Nearly all the vital records 
at the City Hall now have been copied and are arranged 
alphabetically for easy reference. These records are quite 
imperfect in the births and deaths, and this missing inform 
mation must be supplied, so far as may be possible, from 
church records, cemetery inscriptions, and lastly from pri- 
vate records in &mily Bibles. 
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Piesuambly all present, in a greater or lees degree, are 
interested in the publication of these Salem records, and 
desire that the work should be made as complete as possi- 
ble, and therefore I would earnestly request those who 
have original family records of births, marriages and 
deaths occurring in Salem before 1860, to send vrotd to the 
Institute to that effect, so that an assistant engaged in tibat 
work may call and make an accurate copy of the original 
record.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 



To the membei8 of the Institute who are not in the habit 
of making frequent viBite to the library, thus in a measure 
keeping in touch with the work, the following report will 
convey a very limited idea of the work which is carried 
on day by day. The routine of endless detail which con- 
sumes so much time would prove very uninteresting in an 
annual report and it is only the more important events 
which are worthy of being chronicled tliere. The growth 
of the library is steady and sure, maintaining its place 
among the large libraries of the country. The Ubrary now 
contains 97,887 volumes, and 842,614 pamphlets and serials 
of which 2009 volumes and 8819 pamphlets and serials, 
were added during the past year. About the usual num- 
ber of volumes have been received by exchange with other 
libraries and societies ; the amount available for the pur- 
chase of books has been carefully expended along the usual 
lines under the direction of the book committee ; the gifts 
from members and friends of the society have been nu- 
merous and varied. In a library of this kind with its many 
special collections, including the town histories, the marine 
library, China library, directories, schoolbooks, newspapers, 
and works of Essex County authors, as well as books of a 
more general character, it is impossible for one not &miliar 
with the library to judge of the value to us of books or 
newspapers. A much worn schoolbook which has long 
since been thrown aside and which would not have been 
kept until this time but as a matter of sentiment, may be 
an addition needed in our text book collection ; last year's 
directory or almanac, when the new one has been pub- 
lished, is thrown aside by the average person as so much 
waste paper, but these are desirable to us, after our own 
set has been supplied, for exchange with other libraries ; 

(H) 
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oiiculan and piograms of all sorts are wanted for the local 
imprints. One member of the Institute who is a news- 
paper man makes it a practiee to send to ns every program, 
card of admission, circular, photograph, etc., which comes 
to his hand. Why not acquire the habit of sending a 
postal to the Institute instead of destroying anything ? 

Among the more valuable donations may be mentioned 
a gift from Mr. John Robinson of- this city, of about 875 
pamphlets bound together in 42 volumes, comprising 
treatises on botany, ferns, trees, etc., plant catalogs, botan- 
ical essays ; also collections of the papers of such eminent 
botanists as Gray, Davenport, Farlow, Watson and others^ 
with autograph letters, sketches and pencil illustrations. 
This is an important addition to the botanical collection aa 
many of the pamphlets are rare and out of print, and prac- 
ticaUy unobtainable. 

The Institute is indebted to Miss Ellen A. Stone of 
Lexington for donations to our text book collection, some 
of them being readers and speakers of the eighteen cen- 
tury. 

Through the courtesy of the Philadelphia Ciommercial 
Museum we have obtained for the Ward Memorial library 
a most interesting collection of photographs, 125 in num- 
ber, made in Chma, and showing the pursuits and home 
life of the people in most intimate detail. 

The additions to the newspaper collection have been un- 
usually numerous and desirable. The most valuable of 
these was the Boston Evening Post of which about 50 
numbers have been secured, ranging in date from 1743 to 
1757. Miss Nathalie D. Clough of Gloucester presented 
a set of the Cape Ann Advertiser in perfect condition, from 
1876 to the date of suspension in 1901. We also obtained 
from Gloucester a complete file of the Gloucester Daily 
Times, the first number of which was published in 1888. 

A most fortunate opportunity was taken advantage of 
recently to purchase at a very low figure, from the dupli- 
cates of a large library, unbound volumes of newspapers 
lacking in our Boston and local files. 

From the executor of the estate of the late Alfred Poor 
of this city, the well known genealogist, was obtained 
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about 600 pamphlets and a large number of unbound news- 
papers of Andover, Haverhill, Georgetown, Newbuxyport 
and other Essex County towns. Among the pamphlets 
were a lai^ number of early town and school reports of 
Essex County towns, some of them being in broadside 
form and almost unobtainable. The newspapers have been 
carefully checked over and a large peroenti^ of them are 
needed to help complete our sets. Ephemeral newspapers 
such as the ** Lawrence Plough Boy," the ^New Organ *' 
published in Methuen, the ^ Georgetown Star," the «« Lynn 
Siszler," the Georgetown and Newburyport^^Watchtower," 
the Massachusetts «« Observer" whidi was published in 
Greorgetown, and many others were found in this lot. 

That the preservation of early Essex County newspapers 
is a matter of importance will be realized wlien it is known 
that at almost every auction sale including newspapers, a 
representative of the Library of Congress is present with 
instructions to secure the papers needed for their files, 
often at prices prohibitive for other libraries. 

The manuscript department has received donations from 
various sources during the year. The most notable of 
these was the gift from the Misses Stone of New York City, 
of the correspondence and commercial papers of the wdl 
known firm of Salem merchants, Messrs, Stone, Silsbee and 
Pickman, who were pioneers in the Australian trade, send- 
ing lai^ cargoes of general merchandise to Sydney and 
Hobart Town, and returning laden with sugar and hemp 
from Manila, and later after the discovery of gold in Cali- 
fornia, owning some of the finest ships engaged in the 
trade with that coast These papers will give a most valu- 
able picture of the commercial life of those early days. 

Since the middle of January one of the catidogers has 
been at work preparing a subject index to the manuscript 
collections. As printed material is mounted in some of the 
volumes with the manuscripts, this is cataloged at tlie same 
time, thus bringing to light many a broadside and pam- 
phlet which was practically buried. Although but a small 
part of the whole has been done, good progress has been 
made, and a wealth of original manuscript is thus made 
available to the student of t^e history, economics and social 
life of our fathers. 
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Owing to the reduction of the working foroe and the 
coneeqoent dietribation of the dntiee neoiQly performed by 
agenmlaesistuit, it has not been possible to acoomplish as 
much in the claasifioation and cateloging of booksas last 
year. Much time has been oocapied in moving and rearrang- 
ing the books in the new bode stack, and a lu^ amount of 
work still remains to be done there during the summer 
months. The catalog now contains 95,478 cards of which 
14,242 were added the past year; and the total number of 
cards in the shelf list is 27,981 of which 8188 have been 
written during the year. 5882 printed cards have been 
purchased from the Libraiy of Congress at a cost of 948.52. 

In connection with the celebration by the Institute of 
the centeoaiy of the birth of tfaepoetWhittier,on Decem- 
ber 17, 1907, an exhibition was made of the first editions 
of his poems, and over 180 pieces were shown, of which 
number only 20 were loaned. The Institute is fortunate 
in possessing the rarest of all the first editi<ms, a copy of 
*« Moll Pitcher," in the original blue paper covers as issued 
in 1882. Among other early imprints were the follow- 
ing :—<« Legends of New England, Hartford, 1881"; 
«' Justice and Expediency, Haverhill, 1888" ; '' Mogg Me- 
gone, Boston, 1886" ; ** Poems written during the progress 
of the Abolition Question, Boston, 1887" ; <« Narrative of 
James Williams (anonymous). New York, 1888" ; ** Lays 
of my Home, Boston, 1848" ; «' The Stranger in Lowell 
(anonymous), Boston, 1845" ; ** SupematuiaUsm of New 
England, New York, 1847" ; and many others. A com- 
plete list of the books and manuscripts exhibited, which is 
of great bibliographical value, may be found with Mrs. 
Woodman's Reminiscences of Whittier's Life at Oak KnoU, 
recently published by the Institute. 

The use of the libraiy in the study rooms has shown 
marked increase over former years, and the circulation of 
books among the members has been about twice as large 
as that of last year. With improved facilities and ^e 
growth of the catalog should come a corresponding appre- 
ciation and more general use of the library.

THE ROPES BEQUEST. 



After a fall consideration of the terms of this bequest) 
the Board of Directors of the Essex Institute, at a meeting 
held December 16, 1907, adopted the following preamble 
and resolves : 

Wherbas, by the wills of Mary Fickman Ropes and 
Eliza Ome Ropes, late of Salem, executed June 2, 1900, 
and both admitted to probate, each testatrix bequeathed 
and devised to the Eeaex. Institute certain property in 
trust for certain purposes and under certain conditions 
expressed in those wills, be it now 

Rbsolved, that after careful consideration, the attitude 
of liie Essex Institute regarding the acceptance of the 
said trust is as follows: — ^The main purpose of tiiese gifts 
seems to be the preservation and exlubition of an old co- 
lonial mansion, once the home of a citizen who held high 
judicial office in Massachusetts, and incidentally the pro- 
motion of a knowledge of botany. The provision for the 
latter purpose is restricted within very narrow limits, and 
the Institute regards it as inexpedient, that, with such a 
provision only, it should again undertake a field of scien- 
tific labor which it formerly relinquished to a sister society 
much better equipped to give it special attention, and 
which that society is well and thoroughly cultivating. 

If it be assumed that the endowment provided may be 
adequate for the purposes indicated, the Essex Institute 
would not be relieved from financial embarrassment if it 
should undertake the management of the estate. On the 
other hand, the burden of management would be heavy 
and exacting and a distinct financial responsibility, es- 
pecially in the maintenance of a large number of tenement 
houses. 

(24) 
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The undertaking of such responsibilities must necessa- 
rily divert the services of the paid officials, as well as of 
the Directors from the established work of the Institute, 
which now is more ihai^ sufficient to demand undivided at- 
tention. To inciease the force of officials would impose a 
distinct financial embarrassment upon the Institute, for 
which no remunerative provision is made by the will. The 
care of so extensive an estate as a memorial to the Ropes 
family, the Essex Institute believes would be too great a 
distraction from its province of caring for the general an- 
tiquities and history of Essex Ciounty, and it would not 
be disposed to undertake so great a task unless in the case 
of some house of unusually great antiquity or historic in- 
terest If such a trust is to be administered, this could 
better be done by trustees formed for that purpose only, 
as in the case of the l^ittier birthplace at Haverhill, fol- 
lowing the notable example of Mount Vernon. Under all 
the circumstances the Directors have come to the conclu- 
sion that the Essex Institute ought not to accept the bur- 
den of trusteeship for the execution of the said trust. It 
is accordingly 

Rbbolved, That the Essex Institute, by its Directors, 
hereby declares it inexpedient for it to accept the provis- 
ions of clause one of the joint wills of Mury P. Ropes 
and Eliza O. Ropes, late of Salem, deceased, and declines 
to accept the trusts therein set forth. 

The action of the Board of Directors was ratified and 
confirmed by the Corporation, at a meeting held Feb. 8, 
1908.

THE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 



We are assembled here — for a second time — in these im- 
proved, distinguished, and historic surroundings — to re- 
port of, or listen to, accounts of what has been accom- 
plished by your organization during the past year, and 
perhaps hear of some suggestions that may help to 
strengthen us in our good works. 

You will hear from our Curator and Secretary, — from 
our Librarian, — and from our Treasurer, — and Committee 
Reports, this evening, and I bespeak, for what they have 
to tell you, your careful attention. 

It has always seemed to me, and I believe such is rather 
usual than exceptional, that past Presidents should be con- 
tinued, in some form, as officers of such Institutions as 
ours. Sometimes they become ex-officio, Honorary Trus- 
tees, and sometimes they remain as past Presidents, — in 
either case, with membership in the Council and a voice 
and a vote. It seems to me that this thought should 
receive consideration. As your President's address is 
usually referred to the Board of Government, by the An- 
nual Meetings, such disposition would probably be a wise 
course by which any and all suggestions, intended for 
the good of the Institute, would receive most judicious 
treatment. 

It has always seemed to me that our Committees could 
become of greater help and usefulness, to the Institute's 
advancement. By greater activity, and with more meet- 
ings, perhaps at stated quarterly dates, or four dates per 
year of the Committee's own choosing, might tend to aid 
in strengthening, and advancing the position that the In- 
stitute now holds, and deserves to hold, in helpfulness to 
the public welfare upon the many lines in which it can do 
real good, and stand a good chance of making wise advances. 

(7) 
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In my opinion each Committee should have a Chairman, 
other than yonr President, to conduct the business that 
comes under each Committee. I think that this plan can be 
tried during the next current year without furdier action; 
and by your President's appointment, if no sufficient objec- 
tion is made by the Directors. 

There is a matter which is quietly being shaped that has 
bearing upon this organization and would seem to be 
worthy of careful consideration by seyeral of Salem's 
noted organizations, Historic, Judicial, Military, &c., which 
is : — the course through Salem of the connecting link of 
Highway, soon to be located, that is to pass through this 
City and connect the Cities and Towns north of Salem, 
with the Cities and Towns south of Salem. Perhaps some 
of you know more of this subject than I happen to have 
learned. But influence can be brought towards the shaping 
of the course of such Highway in a way to promote more, 
or less, the interests of the approach, either way, into Salem 
and to our Institutions, with an equally good exit there- 
from. 

As some of these organizations are State, and County, 
while some claim interest not strictly local, the propriety 
of having proper and strong united influence directed to 
express local opinion to, and then aid, the body that has 
the power to decide, would seem to me to be a matter of 
importance for our Board of Directoins to place in charge 
of a small special committee of their selecting, who should 
cooperate with other like committees of the Academy, 
Hospital and Military, all acting in common interest. 
Or the Academy, Hospital and Military interests could 
be asked to name members of a joint committee to act to- 
gether with us on this matter, and thus help the general 
City interests. It seems to be a matter that is of great im- 
portance in shaping the future of Salem in those lines, 
which have always been most attractive in the past, and 
should be carefully guarded and promoted as an asset to the 
convenience of the citizens in the future and in the general 
interest of our Institutions. 

The question of opening our Museum on Sundays has 
been advanced, and such a move would have advantages. 
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especially as the Peabody Museum is now open on Sun- 
days and attracta many people, many of whom would 
probably be glad to visit the Institute's very interest- 
ing Museum at the same time^ and perhaps be induced to 
visit our Institutions again. In many such cases benefits 
would be likely to come to one or the other Museum, and 
we might hope to all. It would seem that such an open- 
ing to Salem's people and to Salem's visitors of both our 
Museums would be an asset for benefit to Salem which 
might induce the City to in some way help us towards 
accomplishing this. I suppose this is mostly a question 
of financing. 

I have heard from sources where careful study is made 
of the insect pests, against which large sums of money 
are now being annually expended, criticism of the recent 
results, with an expression of belief that methods employed 
were not as correct and as effective in some details as they 
should be, especially as to the strength of the mixture 
used in spraying and destroying the pests. This latter 
seems to be considered the best method to adopt, sup- 
planted by wisely chosen parasites for the territories 
where spraying cannot be applied. 

The welfare of our country is getting every year to de- 
pend more and more upon its good appearance from a 
landscape standpoint, which becomes an important factor in 
future history, so that it has seemed to me that (especially 
as we have an Horticultural Department) we could well 
secure the best advice as to how to treat some of our chief 
insect enemies, and enclose a leaflet with our April or May 
issues that would educate people on the necessities for the 
most effective work against the destroyers of our trees and 
shrubs. 



REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 



The membership of the Essex Institute on May 1, 1909 
was 657 in number, consisting of 576 active members, 28 
life members, and 58 on the corresponding list During 
the year 86 active members have been elected and accept- 
ed membership, 9 have withdrawn and 28 have died — an 
unusually laxge number. Among those who deceased 
were William P. Hay ward, a highly respected teacher in 
the public schools of Salem, who became a member of the 
Essex Institute in 1854, Tristram T. Savory and Henry 
W. Peabody who were elected to membership in 1864, and 
Frederick Lamson who became a member the following 
year. The attendance in the museum during the year has 
been 14,774, a number far too small. By opening our 
doors on Sundays and holidays this total could easily be 
doubled and the additional expense need not exceed $150. 
On Sundays, during the winter season, the Peabody Mu- 
seum frequently records an attendance of over seven hun- 
dred persons, the larger number being people who are un- 
able to visit the museum at any other time. Many of the 
children who frequent that museum and help to swell the 
total of the attendance, no doubt are attracted to its exhi- 
bition haUs by the mounted specimens of animals and 
birds and also by the curious and brightly colored ethno- 
logical objects brought from the South Seas and the Far 
East It has been said that the museum of the Essex In- 
stitute appeals to the intellect rather than to human curi- 
osity and therefore it should not to a large degree expect 
to attract the untrained mind or hope to exert an influence 
upon the child. This may be true in part and in corrob- 
oration it may be cited that the schools of Salem and vicin- 
ity make very little use of its exhibits. Nevertheless, the 
opening of our building on Sundays and holidays seems to 
be a desirable move and surely merits a trial.

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A field-meetdng was held at Indian Ridge, Andover, on 
July 22d, upon invitation of the Andover Natural History 
Society. On February 12tby the Essex Institute celebrated 
the centenary of the birth of Abraham Lincoln. The ex- 
ercises were open to the public and through the courtesy 
of the Proprietors of the Tabernacle Church, were held in 
that auditorium. The address was delivered by the Hon. 
Robert S. Rantoul and an original composition, Whitman's 
" Captain, my Captain,'* by Joshua Phippen, with other 
selections, was sung by a chorus from the Salem Oratorio 
Society. 

The public lectures, as in recent years, have been given 
in Academy Hall, the Trustees in charge co-operating 
with the Institute. Eight lectures were given in the Free . 
Course, five of which were illustrated by the stereopticon. 
Seven evenings were occupied by the Home Course, at 
which refreshments were served. The attendance at the 
Home meetings was 467, while in the Free Course the hall 
was usually well filled and on one occasion over one hun- 
dred persons were unable to gain admission.

During the past season the following special exhibits 
have been arranged : — 

November 15, 1908. Engravings by William Hogarth — 
the folio impressions in the library of the Institute. 

January 4, 1909. A collection of colored prints by 
Rowlandson,Cruikshank,Bunbury and others of the English 
school. The larger number of the plates were satirical of 
the social customs of a century ago, but a small collection 
of Napoleonic caricatures was included. 

February 12, 1909. An exhibition commemorating the 
celebration of the 100th anniversary of the birth of Abrar 
ham Lincoln. In arranging this exhibit the Institute 
was fortunate in being able to draw upon the private col- 
lection of Mr. Charles W. McClellan of Champlain, N. T., 
a native of Beverly, who possesses the second larg^t col- 
lection of Liucolniana in existence. Over fifty pieces of 
manuscript were shown, together with 200 engraved por- 
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traits and photographs, 500 medals, 100 caricatures, with 
newspapers, political documents, broadsides and procla- 
mations, printed books, badges, and several very interest- 
ing personal relics. 

April 2, 1909. Personal relics of Gen. Frederick 
Townsend Ward with photographs of his grave at Sung 
Kiang, China, the temple and shrine erected in his mem- 
ory and views in the vicinity. The negatives from which 
these photographs were printed were made three years 
ago at the order of the Essex Institute, it being necessary 
to engage the services of a Shanghai photographer and to 
charter a steam launch to make tibe trip seventy miles up 
the river to Sung £[iang. These photographs are still on 
exhibition together with others showing scenes in China. 
A selection of fifty-four plates from Audubon's Birds of 
North America also is shown in continuation of the ex- 
hibit made last spring. 

Among the gifts to the museum should be noted the 
following : — 

Miss Ellen M. Stone of Lexington : a very large collection 
of household utensils and objects illustrating New Eng^ 
land life in the early part of the 19th century. Miss 
Stone also placed upon deposit over seventy examples of 
New England basketry, thereby laying the foundation for 
a special collection that has received considerable addi- . 
tions during the year. 

Mrs. Lucia Alexander of Rome, Italy : a very fine funeral 
ring, set with a circlet of pearls, made in 1791 at the time 
of the death of Eliza Gray, a daughter of "Billy" Gray of 
Salem. 

Estate of Mrs. Martha J. Averill of Middleton : house- 
hold utensils, articles of costume, baskets, a wild pigeon 
net, etc. 

Miss Mary R. Crowninshield of Madrid,, Spain : a slat- 
backed, wooden-seated armchair that formerly belonged to 
Mary English, the wife of Philip English. This chair is 
unlike any other chair in the museum and is of the great- 
est interest because of its association with an important 
character at the time of the witchcraft delusion in Salem. 
Miss Crowninshield is a great-grand daughter of Mrs. Han- 
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nah Crowninshield with whom Rev. William Beotley lived 
for many years and in his Diary is recorded the following : 

*« June 8, 1798. Ordered the chair received from the 
family of English in memory of 1692 to be painted green, 
& on the back 169i, upper slat ; middle slat, M. EnglUh ; 
lower slati Apr. 22^ the time of her mittimus; on the front 
upper slat, It %haU he told of her.^^ 

This inscription placed upon the ancient chair over a cen- 
tury ago at the direction of Doctor fientley yet remains 
and in our safe and careful custody will exist for genera- 
tions, a memorial to a noble woman who suffered unjustly 
during a time of great mental delusion. 

Mrs. Elizabeth O. P. Sturgis of Salem : a framed oil 
portrait of herself painted about 1865. 

Frank D. Hutclunson of Peabody: a large samp mortar, 
shingle horse, and many early tools used about the farm 
and household. 

Mr. S. Millett Thompson of Boston : a maple desk prob> 
ably made in 1658 for John Thompson of Ipswich. The 
desk now is in excellent condition and without doubt was 
made at a very early date. The exact date ascribed — 
1658 — appears in an early inscription found on the under 
side of one of the small drawers. Mr. Thompson on present- 
ing this desk also gave a small sum of money to provide for 
its future care— a most illuminating example for others. 

Mr. Willis H. Ropes has continued his enthusiastic 
labors of last year in collecting objects for the museum. 
Nearly every trade and occupation is represented and the 
Institute now possesses a most interesting and varied col- 
lection of tools that yearly will increase in economic and 
historic value. By his efforts 629 different objects have 
been added to the museum many of which are of consider- 
able interest, such as, a snuff box that formerly belonged 
to Moll Pitcher, the fortune teller of Lynn ; a carpenter's 
axe found beneath the kitchen floor of a house at River- 
dale, Gloucester, where it had lain for over 150 years, hav- 
ing been overlooked by the carpenters who built the house ; 
a musket carried at the Battle of Bunker Hill by Col. 
John Foster of Sandy Bay ; and an Irish plough made en- 
tirely of wrought iron in 1851 by William Carroll of Pea- 
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body, for Thomas Cass, an Irish emigrant who located at 
Topsfield. 

By purchase has been acquired a miniature on ivory, in 
oval gold frame, of Capt. Richard Trask of Manchester, 
Mass. (1788-1846) which was painted at the direction of 
Czar Nicholas I of Russia and by him presented to Capt 
Trask who long sailed in the St. Petersburg trade. A 
number of articles of household furnishings were secured 
in Newburyport, by purchase, together with examples of 
the work of the Merrimack Pottery, an industry now 
abandoned. 

Mr. John Robinson has added eighty-five coins and medals 
to the Robinson Memorial Collection of Oriental Coins, in- 
cluding a good example of the rare Formosa native silver 
dollar and several fine specimens of Annamese silver. 

From the estate of Miss Sarah A. Chever of Melrose 
Highlands have been received several fine pieces of furni- 
ture, a painting by Vervoort (1822), and a small collection 
of cut glass. 

Two wills have been probated during the past year in 
which the Institute has been remembered. The late Miss 
Grace A. Olover, a member of the society, after providing 
that income shall be paid during the lifetime of relatives, 
bequeathed to the Essex Institute her interest in certain 
real estate located in Salem. By the will of the late Fred- 
erick Lamson, a life member, the Essex Institute will re- 
ceive the sum of one thousand dollars, ** the income to be 
applied to the purchase of articles of historic interest and, 
as illustrating early New England life and customs, for the 
increase of the Institutes' collections under the direction 
of the President and Secretary of the Society." This is 
the first bequest the moseum of the Institute has received 
by which it will be possible to purchase from time to time 
objects needed for the collections. For a number of years 
past the individual collector has ravaged the country and 
values have been created where none formerly existed. 
The Lamson bequest is doubly welcome at this time. 

The work of copying the Bentley diary has progressed 
slowly the past year because of pressing demands in other 
directions. However, the year 1810 has been reached in 
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copying and nearly enough mannecript has accumulated to 
provide for the publication of Volume III. 

The publications have been as follows: — Historical Col- 
lectionsy Vol. XLIV ; the annual report; a new edition of 
the Visitor's Guide to Salem (50th thousand, containing 
170 pages and 60 illustrations), and the Vital Records of 
Danvers, Volume I, Births; Volume II, Marriages and 
Deaths, also being nearly all in type. Work upon the vital 
records of Essex County towns has been continued as here^ 
tofore* Ipswich records are ready for the. printer, New- 
bury records have been entirely copied and the editorial 
work is nearly completed, and on April 15th a copyist 
began work upon the records of Newburyport 

Two other publications are now in course of preparation 
for the press — ^^'The Holyoke Diaries" and a ^ Catalog of 
the Emilio Collection of Military Buttons in the Museum 
of the Essex Institute, with Historical Notes." The story 
of the Holyoke Diaries is of interest They were kept by 
the wife and daughter of Dr. Edward Augustus Holyoke 
of Salem and cover the period between 1760 and 1823. 
The members of the Holyoke family were prominent in 
the social life of Salem. They were connected with the 
family of Thomas Hutchinson, the Provincial Governor of 
Massachusetts, and previous to the Revolution, very natu- 
rally, were on intimate terms with the loyalist or ruUng 
party. Unfortunately these diaries that have come down 
to us contain little more than line-a-day entries but they 
throw lights and shadows upon the local life in Salem and 
Boston and especially during the Revolutionary and pre- 
Revolutionary days. Originally kept in interleaved al- 
manacs these manuscripts were long in the possession of 
the Joshua Ward family, but some forty years ago they 
passed into the custody of the late Matthew A. Stickney. 
At the sale of his library at auction in Boston, they be- 
. came the property of Senator Wetmore of Rhod^ Island, 
whose greatgrandfather practiced law in Salem during 
the Revolution and is frequently mentioned in the dia- 
ries. Senator Wetmore not only has permitted the In- 
stitute to make a copy of the originals (this copy has been 
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made possible through the assistance of Miss Mary Nichols, 
Mr. Andrew Nichols and Mr. Robert Osgood) but he has 
offered to defray the larger part of the cost of their pub- 
lication by the Institute. 
Last November the following letter was received : 

To the President and Board of Directors of the Essex In- 
stitute. 
Gentlemen : I take pleasure in tendering to your institu- 
tion my collection of Buttons, with the following condi- 
tions, viz : That the Collection shall be always kept in view 
in your museum^ separate and apart by itself and labelled 
'' The Emilio Collection of Military Buttons, Gift of Cap- 
tain Luis F. Emilio." 

Will you kindly advise me of your pleasure in this mat- 
ter. 

Very truly, 

Luis F. Emilio. 

This collection of military buttons numbers upwards of 
2000 specimens and in size is the second largest in the coun- 
try, but in historical interest it probably stands first. The 
collection is particularly strong in buttons of the period of 
the Revolution and the oldest examples preserved were in 
use during Colonial times. Each item has been carefully 
identified and Capt. Emilio in the course of his collecting 
also has preserved much valuable historical information. 
It is needless to say that the Board of Directors inunedi- 
ately accepted the gift and it will be exhibited in a series 
of swinging frames. Capt. Emilio then proposed that the 
Institute should compile and publish at his expense, a his- 
torical catalog of the collection, each button to be carefully 
described witi^ such historical annotations as might be pos- 
sible, the printed volume to contain numerous plates illus- 
trating all the distinctive buttons. There is no book in the 
English language upon the subject and nothing has been 
printed save one or two magazine articles, therefore such a 
work seems eminently desirable and a most valuable ad- 
junct to the collection soon to be installed in our museum. 

Last year the Institute was able to secure advantageous- 
ly some 5400 feet of land fronting on Brown street and 
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veiy nearly covered by a wooden building now far ad- 
vanced in middle aged decrepitude brought on by lack of 
proper nourishment and professional care. Aside from its 
deplorable physical condition it also presents^ in its in- 
flammable character, a certain element of danger to the 
Institute. Inevitably this structure will be removed in the 
not distant future and when it disappears there will come 
an opportunity for the Institute to preserve upon its own 
land one of Salem's oldest houses now standing — a dwell- 
ing that could be refitted and furnished and made to show, 
as in no other way possible, a truthful picture of 17th cen- 
tury household life in Salem. Several years ago when the 
County of Essex purchased additional land on St. Peter 
street for the purpose of enlarging the County jail proper- 
ty, it acquired an ancient dwelling-house ori^ally built 
in 1685 for John Ward. This building has been offered 
to the Essex Institute for safe-keeping. It has an over- 
hanging second story on three sides and is in an excellent 
state of preservation. With a comparatively small sum of 
money in hand it would be possible to remove the old skat- 
ing rink building now standing on our Brown street prop- 
erty and to locate upon its site the old John Ward house. 
The interior of this old dwelling should then be restored 
to its original lines and furnished with historical fidelity. 
Many of the furnishings would be taken from our present 
museum exhibits and thereby additional room would be 
gained and it would then be possible to show other objects 
now in storage. The old house should be surrounded by 
an old-fashioned flower garden and the present high board 
fence should be replaced by a tall iron fence permitting the 
house and grounds to be seen with advantage from Brown 
street The preservation and restoration by the Institute 
of one of Salem's ancient dwellings is eminently within 
its province ; the improvement of its Brown street property, 
a condition much to be desired ; and the removal of an un- 
sightly fire risk endangering its museum, a duty that calls 
for careful consideration. 
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In looking over the annual reports of the Essex Insti- 
tute one is impressed with the spirit of confidence perva- 
ding them all. In the modest statement of work accom- 
plished, often against great odds, with lack of money and 
other discouragements, one may read between the lines 
and see how the hope for better things to come has urged 
tfaem on to greater endeavor. Dr. Wheatland and his 
colleagues, beginning with one small room and a few books, 
giving generously of time and money, and urging their 
friends to do likewise, laid the foundation for this large 
collection which we to-day enjoy. It is almost unique to 
find a library of this size which has been built up so large- 
ly by gift, and the book plates in the volumes show Uie 
names of the friends of the Institute from one generation 
to another. 

The additions to the library during the past year have 
been 8,287 volumes and 5,872 pamphlets and serials. 

Mr. John H. Sears presented his collection of pamphlets 
on geology, mineralogy, botany, zoology, etc., numbering 
about 850 and including many rare deprints. 

Mr. John 6. Mosely of Boston who has collected the 
town reports of Rockport for the last thirty years pre- 
sented them to the library for the Essex County collection. 

Dr. Louis A. Woodbury of Groveland has helped to 
complete the set of reports of that town and we have been 
enabled to add to the publications of other towns from 
various sources and in many instances the Institute has on 
its shelves a more complete set of these reports than is to 
be found in the town itself. 

Mr. John Robinson continues to add to the collection of 
books on Oriental Numismatics which he presented to the 
library several years since, buying books as published and 

(W 
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importing older imprints which are seldom offered for sale 
in this country. 

Others who have made donations of considerable size 
are the Misses Perkins, the estate of William J. Chevery 
estate of Edward F. Brown, Mrs. Frederick C. Munroe, 
Mrs. Esther Dutton of Rockport, Mr. J. Porter Brown, 
Prof. Edward S. Morse, Miss Abby M. Stimpson of Peabody, 
Mr. Henry R. Leach, Mrs. S. Augusta Kinsman, Mr. P. K. 
Foley, Mrs. L. B. Farrington, and the estate of Mrs. Mar- 
tha J. Averill of Middleton. 

Twenty-one log books have been added making a total 
of 1,009 log boo& covering the period from 1758 to the 
present time and the marine library has been increased by 
186 volumes making a total number of volumes in the 
special collection of logbooks and books relating to the 
commercial marine of 2600 volumes. 

Donations have been made to the manuscript collection 
by 24 persons and among the more interesting papers are 
the following: 

From Mr. Shove Symonds was received a revolutionary 
paper of great local value. It is a muster roll of a com- 
pany of matrosses raised in Salem, July 2, 1776, John Sy- 
monds, captain. 

Mr. William P. Hay ward : the certificates of his election 
as principal of the Epes school and the Pickering school 
from 1854-1894, forty consecutive years of service. 

Dr. Henry K. Oliver of Boston: an autographic copy of 
^•Federal Street." 

The estate of Mrs. Martha J. Averill of Middleton: 
broadsides, original manuscripts and genealogical memo- 
randum books. 

By purchase, two volumes of revolutionary orderly books 
kept by Col. J. Francis of Beverly. 

The reading room has on file forty-one current news- 
papers of which all but three are published in Essex 
County. Thirty-six periodicals may be found here and 
117 historical ' and scientific periodicals received by ex- 
change may be consulted in tiie library. In connection 
with this statement members are again reminded df the 
fact that any of these periodicals may be taken for home 
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use after the receipt of the succeeding issue. It is custo- 
mary in most libraries not to allow these to circulate until 
bound, a delay of at least six months in the majority of 
cases and this privilege is appreciated by those who keep 
up with the current magazines. 

Large additions have been made to the files of Essex 
County newspapers. The Newburyport Herald is now 
practically complete from its beginning in 1793. Mr. Al- 
len M. Brewster of Newburyport, a son of a former editor 
of the Herald, presented 27 bound volumes ranging in 
date from 1795 to 1855. Opportunities to purchase this 
paper have been taken advantage of at three different times 
and in all 46 volumes were bought at nominal figures. 
This file has recently proved its worth in a very peculiar 
manner. A lawyer who was settling an estate in New 
Jersey was unable to find the records of a certain marriage 
either in Newburyport or in Boston, the respective homes 
of the contracting parties, and after searching the news- 
paper collections at Boston, Worcester and Newburyport, 
he finally found in the latter city an imperfect issue giving a 
portion of the recoitl. Upon coming to the Essex Institute 
he found a perfect copy of the paper giving the marriage, 
thereby winning his case and securing for a deserving 
old lady a sum of money of which she was greatly in need. 

Horace I. Bartlett, Esq., of Newburyport has given a 
mass of unbound newspapers of various Essex County 
towns filling seven packing cases, and yielding when sorted 
a large number needed for the files. 

A nearly complete duplicate set of the Salem Gazette 
from its beginning in 1768 to 1830 has been made up and 
placed in the fireproof as security against the wear and tear 
on the set now in use. 

In our library may be found practically complete files 
of Boston newspapers covering the entire period from 1753 
to the present time, with the exception of the years 1775 
to 1780 — the Revolutionary period — ^where heretofore 
many numbers were missing. By an exchange with the 
Massachusetts Historical Society we have been fortunate 
enough to secure about 120 numbers of the Boston Ga- 
zette for this period, greatly strengthening the collection. 
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The advance in the cost of stock and labor has increased 
the expense of binding, but 115 volumes of newspapers 
have been put into strong canvas covers and we hope to 
bind many more the coming year. 

A new set of book plates has been adopted and all books 
purchased now bear upon the plates the names of those 
who have bequeathed funds to the library. Mr. John 
Robinson has presented for the library on oriental numis- 
matics, a new plate with a unique and appropriate design. 
The border is a reproduction of the outer portion of a sil- 
ver Annamese coin, and in the centre is a facsimile of a 
Chinese medal. Mr. Sydney L. Smith, of Boston, has 
been commissioned to engrave upon copper a new and dis- 
tinctive plate for the Wi^ Memorial Library on China. 

During the past year the following classes of books have 
been clarified and cataloged: — U. S. Slavery, Civil War, 
English poetry and the Story Library. 10,894 cards have 
been added to the catalog and 8,285 to the shelf list, a 
total of 14,179 cards written during the year. The cata- 
log now contains 106,372 cards and the shelf list 81,216. 
The two catalogers now employed are unable to devote 
their entire time to the work because of the reduction in 
the number of general assistants. The filing of the cards 
and attending to the wants of readers in the reference 
room now devolves upon them. 

The calls for geneal(^es and town histories are constant 
and it is often necessary to explain the use of indexes and 
ordinary books of reference. Not infrequently those who 
are ambitious to join one of the several patriotic societies 
have not the remotest idea how to prove that they are eli- 
gible, — ^much less to prepare the necessary papers. 

To give some idea of the general character of the refer- 
ence work a few of the questions which have been asked 
are appended. 

Where did the phrase ** United we stand, divided we 
fall*' originate? 

What relation are the present crowned heads of Europe 
to the King of England ? 

What purt did Lynn take in the election of President 
Lincoln ?

ADDEESS OF THE PEESIDENT. 



We are assembled this evenisg to celebrate the 89th 
anniversary. The Institute is a composite of several wor- 
thy and useful organizations, but is stronger and better 
for the combination. Its heredity dates back to the earliest 
date which can be hers; and her position is enhanced by 
antiquities, which it is our object to deal with and also 
to promote matters relating to die history of the past, and 
to help better the history diat is making for the future. 

We desire to do our part to bring what we have to the 
attention of the people, that both young and old, with 
those newly come to our land — ^may be impressed with 
the truth as to this powerful and much sought-after Nation 
of ours, so far as the Institute can help. 

We need the best kind of knowledge among our peo- 
ple that can be given them as a part of our protection and 
continuance of Peace — as we need the strong arm of the 
police in our States and the Army and Navy for our pro- 
tection in the peace and quiet of that happiness that 
results from successful business conditions in our midst 

We ought to strive to have our Museum open for inspec- 
tion and study, at the same hours on Sundays that the 
Peabody Museum is open. 

It is the only time when many can or will visit it — 
and its value and opportunities for instruction should be 
open to those people. I am sure your Board of Directors 
will make this possible, as soon as they find the means 
within their reach to do so. 

My military commander for twenty-seven years who 
returned from the front in command of a Massachusetts 
regiment at the dose of the war between our North and 
South, used to say, in speaking to us who were present for 
drill, that he must address the absentees through those who 

0) 
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were presenti and the large majority of our members must 
be reached by words said to those who are here toni^t, 
in our appeals, made by your officers. 

We have many interested members who do not live near 
enough to attend our annual meetings, but who desire to 
know of our doings, and our needs. 

A Boston paper that printed an account of the Ward 
house — ^to which the Secretary refers in his report — gave 
the impression that the Institute was rich. 

The Institute is perhaps comfortably well off, but no 
organization, such as this can ever be rich if it progresses. 
We can use all the money that is given us to good advan- 
tage ; and I think we shall always need more than we have 
received to do the best 

At the time of the induction into office of President 
Lowell at Harvard, I met Hon. Joseph H. Choate at 
breakfast one morning, when, among other things, he most 
earnestly expressed Uie hope that the Court Records of 
Essex County would soon be taken care of and become 
permanent against loss. This wish has been expressed in 
several semi-public ways. The matter was soon after 
taken up and those in charge are to be congratulated, and 
encouraged^ to complete the work at as early a day as is 
possible. 

. We are proud of our Library and our Museum and our 
surrounding property* It is a grand foundation of its 
character to serve Essex County. 

Our publications take up subjects covering from time 
to time, matters of interest to all parts of this County. 

We cannot move our Library and Museum to accom- 
modate different parts of the County, as it happens to 
have been established here in Salem, and Salem well de- 
serves this honor. 

Through our publications it is that we endeavor to be 
Essex County in our character, as well as by our Field 
Meetings ; and thus as far as our means allow us, we en- 
deavor to extend our influence, and our encouragement and 
support to similar organizations; and we receive their aid 
loyally in return. 



REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 



The memberBhip of the Essex Institute on April 30, 
1910, was 641 in number, consisting of 560 active mem- 
bers, 28 life members, and 53 on the corresponding list. 
During the year 25 active members have been elected and 
accepted membership, 18 have withdrawn and 24 have 
died. Among the latter were S. Endicott Peabody, who 
became a member in 1857, William H. JeUy elected in 
1864, John H. Sears in 1866, Reuben Arey in 1867 and 
James J. H. Gregory in 1868. 

The attendence in the museum during the year has been 
16,479, an increase of 11 per cent, over the previous year. 
But this number probably would be nearly doubled if our 
doors were opened to the public on Sunday afternoons and 
on holidays and with some slight co-operation on the part 
of the police department the additional yearly expense 
need not exceed $150.00. Should not so popular an open- 
ing be given at least an experimental trial ? 

In the last annual report of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art in !N'ew York City, mention is made of the receipt 
of a legacy of over a million dollars from Frederick C. 
Hewitt of Owego, N. Y., and the following illuminating 
comment is made : — 

''It is illustrative that this legacy should have come 
from a gentleman whose interest in the museum, long 
standing as we now find it to be, was never made known to 
our Trustees even by an application for membership, and 
that he was led to make the Museum his residuary legatee 
by watching the interest manifested in our collections by 
the crowds of working people whom he found visiting the 
Museum on Sunday afternoons." 

It does not follow, of course, that Sunday opening on the 
part of the Essex Institute would inevitably lead to a 

(9) 
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shower of gold bonds, but may not the friends of those who 
have endowed this institution and others who now follow 
our activities — ^may not they feel that we owe something 
to the working people who live around us and who by force 
of circumstances cannot come to our museum at the present 
time f Economic conditions have brought into our midst 
a large influx of population from over seas. These people 
have come to live among us and many of them aspire to 
citizenship. Who shall say that the silent influence of the 
collections in the two Salem Museums may not aid in the 
improvement of their educational and social welfare and 
help them the better to understand American ideals ? 

There also seems to be a growing appreciation of the ed- 
ucational value of our Museum on the part of the schools. 
During the past year twenty-seven schools have visited the 
museum of the Institute including the Harvard Summer 
School) the architectural class from Massachusetts Institute 
of Tecimology, classes from Bradford, Lasell and Robin- 
son seminaries, the second class of the Girls Latin School 
of Boston, and schools from Lynn, Swampscott, Gloucester, 
Danversport, Everett, Wenham and Methuen. Divisions 
of the senior class at the Salem Normal School have made 
four visits and classes from the Phillips, Pickering and 
Saltonstall Grammar schools have come several times. But 
the total number in attendance — 706 — ^is far too small. 
Superintendents of Schools should be brought to recognize 
the practical educational value of a visit to Salem with a 
careful inspection of its two extensive museums. 

A field meeting was held at Marblehead, on July 21st, 
Mr. Sanborn, President of the Marblehead Historical So- 
ciety, giving the address of welcome. The gathering also 
was addressed by Mr. Friedman of Boston, Mr. Albree of 
Swampscott and Mr. Gregory of Marblehead. 

The public lectures, as in recent years, have been given 
in Academy Hall, the Trustees of the Peabody Museum co- 
operating with the Institute. Eight lectures were given in 
the Free Course, seven of which were illustrated by the 
stereopticon. Seven evenings were occupied by the Home 
Course, at which refreshments were served. The attendance 
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at the Home meetings was 470, while in the Free Course, 
the hall was usually well filled.

In the issue of the Salem Gazette for May 23, 1834 is 
printed the following communication : — 

"Mr. Editor — I observed with pleasure the advertise- 
ment of the exhibition of Audubon's plates, by the Society 
of Natural History, as it will give an opportunity for 
many to see those splendid specimens of art, who otherwise 
would never have been favored with a view of them. As 
it will also be a pleasant place of resort for the young — ^it 
has been suggested that a sufficient nimiber of Paintings 
might be collected which would make an exhibition credi- 
table in this town. We have no doubt that an Exhibition 
embracing works of a high order, might easily be collected, 
. which would be both pleasing and satisfactory to the lovers 
of art There are in this town many works of the Flemish 
and Italian schools, besides others of the old masters, to say 
nothing of the Portraits of Erothingham and Osgood— of 
the landscapes of Fisher and Morse — of the miniatures of 
Torrey, and sundry works of Stuart, which we presume 
may be found in the place. It is hoped the subject may 
be thought worthy the consideration of some society J(^ot 
perhaps the Athenaeum), who will take the trouble to col- 
lect the good paintings in this town and the vicinity — ^for 
which they undoubtedly would be richly remunerated. Sa- 
lem needs an exhibition of this nature, which, while it 
breaks in upon the dullness of the times, would afford a 
highly instructive as well as interesting place of general 
resort" 

It was seventy-five years before the dream came true and 
with the passing of the years there also drifted away from 
Salem many of these fine old portraits that not only mi^t 
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have adorned our Gallery but also made it famous among 
other collections in the coimtry. 

Over the mantle in the Librarian's room hang twenty- 
four framed photographs of portraits of Salem worthies of 
a century and more ago. The originals were painted by 
Smibert, Blackburn, Eneller, Copley and Stuart, names 
that now have a significance in the world of portraiture. 
Many years ago these canvasses were stored in an attic over 
the rooms then occupied by the Salem Athenaeum. No 
suitable place was found in which to place them for exhi- 
bition and there they remained while the dust slowly ac- 
cumulated. One day a descendant of the old families of 
Lynde and Oliver came to Salem and finding that the por- 
traits were neglected and perhaps not appreciated, he took 
them away, and they never have come back. 

Among the many gifts to the museum should be noted the 
following: — ^Portrait of Henry F. Waters by I. H. Oaliga, 
presented by the artist. From Mrs. Emma B. Tenney of 
Manchester, the canton of a flag formerly preserved with 
other flags of the Bevolutionary period, in a secretary in 
the house of Maj. Israel Forster of Manchester. The de- 
sign is thirteen horizontal stripes — ^blue and white. The 
flag probably was made in 1775. The remainder of the 
flag was of white silk and was cut off by a member of the 
family in 1862 and used for dress trimmings. Mrs. Ten- 
ney also had presented a Massachusetts state flag that prob- 
ably was made before the year 1800. 

Mrs. William 0. West: two funeral rings, one dated "16 
March 1709-10." 

William C. Farley, M. D. of Lawrence: a carved teak- 
wood sofa. 

Messrs. George L. Allen and Jacob C. Rogers : the read- 
ing desk from old Lyceum Hall, which was used by famous 
speakers of the last fifty years who have addressed Salem 
audiences. 

Mr. Edward M. Raymond of Charlestown: a fine Per- 
sian temple rug, two pieces of marble statuary of the mod- 
em Italian School, and a number of pieces of modem ori- 
ental china, Mr. Raymond has also loaned two paintings — 
"Christ writing in the sand" by Ferdinand Bol, and 
"Peter's Pence" by Nicholas Poussin. 
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Mrs. Eben S. Beaupr6 of Aurora, HL : an oil portrait of 
Edward E. Ohever, youngest son of Capt. James Oheyer of 
the privateer '' America." The portrait was painted in 1883 
by J. Harrison Mills. 

Estate of Miss Mary S. Cleveland : a superb brass-bound 
Canton jar, 26 inches in height, and a fine silver nutm^ 
grater made by Joseph Hiller of Salem, for his wife, prob- 
ably before the Revolution. It was designed to be carried 
about in the pocket and was used when liquid refreshments 
were served by the Salem hostesses of that day. 

Mr. Willis H. Ropes' unflagging enthusiasm has added 
to the museum during the year 368 objects among them 
being a wooden stamp used for printing oil carpet made in 
the Pulsif er factory in Spring street, and a brass resin box 
marked "R. Manning, His Box, Jen'y 15, 1726." Mr. 
Manning was a well-lmown clockmaker of Ipswich. Mr. 
Ropes has also secured many additions to our collection of 
old tools illustrating the trades, together with many objects 
available for the equipment of an old time apothecary's 
shop. 

By purchase, the Institute has secured from a descend- 
ant, now living in Charleston, S. C, a portrait of Thomas 
C. Cushing, the publisher of the Salem Mercury and the 
Salem Gazette from 1786 until 1822. The portrait is by an 
unknown artist but probably was painted in 1816 — ^the 
date of the issue of the Gazette pictured in the portrait 

The Ward Memorial Library Room heretofore has been 
lacking in furnishings that suggested oriental environment 
Early in the fall the Institute received on deposit from 
Mrs. Walter L. Trumbull, twenty-three objects of Chinese 
origin consisting of superb carved teakwood tables, chairs 
and screens together with porcelain and bronze vases, etc 
With two or three exceptions these have been placed with 
great eflFect in the Ward Memorial Library Room. 

Volume III of the Bentley Diary is ready to be printed 
save for certain annotations and considerable progress has 
been made in preparing copy for the fourth and last vol- 
ume. The Holyoke Diaries have been copied and partly 
annotated. Pressure of other work has prevented the 
further preparation of the copy for the printer but the com- 
ing year should see the volume in type. 
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The publications of the year have been as follows: — 
Historical CoDections, Volume XLV ; the Annual Report ; 
and the Vital Eecords of Danvers, Volume II, containing 
marriages and deaths before 1850. Work upon the vital 
records of Essex County towns has been continued as here- 
tofore. Ipswich records are now being printed, Newbury 
records are nearly completed and those of Newburyport 
and West Newbury probably will be finished during the 
coming summer, while Salem vital records, written on 
cards and filed in alphabetical order for instant use, now 
number over 40,000 entries. 

While considering our publications it is of interest to 
note that a late issue of "The Outlook" aUudes to the "Vis- 
itor's Guide to Salem," as the "best of its kind in all 
America." 

During the past winter Capt Emilio has completed his 
task of arranging and labelling "The Emilio Collection of 
Military Buttons" which now numbers 1591 different spec- 
imens. This collection contains 805 United States buttons, 
452 British, 142 French, 80 Spanish, with other nationali- 
ties represented in a diminishing ratio. Capt. Emilio has 
also presented 636 buttons of metal, leather, bone, china, 
etc, many of which are interesting as commercial products 
in that industry. From personal investigations made during 
the past year it appears that "The Emilio CoUection of 
Military Buttons" is not nearly approached in size by any 
known European collection and on this side of the Atlantic 
is exceeded by only one collection which, however, is not so 
important when considered historically. 

William H. McQrane, who had faithfully served the 
Essex Institute as janitor and messenger for over forty-two 
years, resigned his position in March, 1910, and at the fol- 
lovring meeting of the Board of Directors resolutions of 
regret were adopted, and ordered spread upon the records 
in appreciation of this remarkable and very nearly unique 
service. 

Tour Secretary was abroad from the middle of July 
until the middle of October on leave of absence and during 
that time Mr. Lawrence W. Jenkins acted as curator of the 
museum while the Librarian attended to the correspond- 
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ence and exercised general oversight of the administration. 

The past twelve months have seen the removal of the old 
stable from the recently acquired Brown street property. 
The galvanized iron building of many angles yet remains, 
awaiting the time when the increased income of the Insti- 
tute may permit its removal as well. Upon the site of the 
old stable has been placed the old John Ward house, which 
was built in 1684, on what is now St. Peter street This 
house is one of the three remaining dwellings in Salem 
having the overhanging second story. Sixteen good friends 
of the Institute have subscribed a sufficient sum to pay for 
the cost of its removal to the present location and it is 
hoped that further subscriptions in the near future may 
make possible the restoration of the 17th century fireplaces 
and of oldtime interior. The lean-to contains three 
small rooms. In one of them it is proposed to fit up for 
exhibition purposes an old Salem cent shop. Another will 
show the interior of an old-time apothecary shop and in it 
will be utilized the objects purchased by the Listitute at 
the time the old Dr. Webb shop was sold. The third room 
will contain the loom, the q)inning wheels and the various 
implements used in spinning and weaving. The lai^r 
rooms in the house should be fitted up and furnished as far 
as possible in the early 18th century manner but mean- 
while surplus exhibits from the museum may be shown 
here. Around the house will be a garden of old fashioned 
flowers and near the back door will stand the well curb 
with the long sweep. At some future time there should 
be built behind the house a typical lean-to shed in which 
may be kept the chaise, the sleigh, the wooden ploughs and 
many of the larger agricultural implements. 

A number of years ago Mr. John Robinson saved from 
destruction the old mile-stone that formerly stood near the 
great tree on Boston street He now offers to give it into 
our charge. It can be placed beside the driveway and will 
be an object of much interest to all who visit the Ward 
house. 

Another suggestion is offered. The preservation, before 
it is too late, of a ghoemaker's shop. One of the small 
buildings that formerly dotted the landscape of Essex 
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County^ and which have now ahnost entirely disappeared. 
The Institute already has the old benches, the worn pat- 
terns and tools, the leather apron and the lap stone. The 
preservation of an old-time shoemaker's shop would be a 
monument and a memorial to the beginning of one of the 
most important industries of the County of Essex. 



REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 



The additions to the Library daring the past year have 
been as follows: — 

volumes pamphlets 

By purchase 866 496 

By donation and exchange . . . .2574 9093 

The gifts have included forty-two log books and a large 
number of text books and Essex County imprints. Among 
the latter was a first edition of Hawthorne's Biographical 
Stories for Children. 

The purchases have been under the direction of the 
book committee along the usual lines, the policy being to 
build up the special collections — ^the China Library, the 
Marine Library, and the collection of Essex County im- 
prints, and to add to the genealogies and local histories. 

Advantage was taken of the opportunity to secure a large 
number of volumes for the marine collection through a 
personal visit of the Secretary to several of the booksellers 
abroad from whom we have purchased largely in the past 
Some of these books are seldom offered for sale and are ex- 
ceedingly difficult to obtain. Twenty colored maps of 
China were also secured by the Secretary in Amsterdam, 
together with about twenty-five etchings of ships of various 
rig. 

Among the Essex County imprints purchased during 
the year, not the least interesting is the Simple Cobbler of 
Aggawam, which was written by Rev. INTathaniel Ward, 
pastor of the church at Ipswich. The copy just acquired 
is the first edition which was printed in London, in 1647, 
and the quaintly worded title is as follows: "The Simple 
Cobbler of Aggawam in America willing to help mend his 
Native Country lamentably tattered, both in the upper- 
CIS) 
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Leather and sole^ with all the honest stitches he can take. 
And as willing never to be paid for his work, by Old 
English wonted pay. It is his Trade to patch all the year 
long, gratis. Therefore I pray Gentlemen keep your 
purses." 

Another work by a Ideal author, and one of great rarity 
when in perfect condition, was secured by exchange wili 
another library. "New England's Plantation, or, a short 
and true description of the commodities and discommodi- 
ties of that countrey." This was written by Eev. Francis 
Higginson, the first pastor of the church at Salem and is 
the first description of the new colony. 

The collection of city directories has been largely in- 
creased, both by gift and by exchange. One of our di- 
rectors, Hon. William H. Gove, presented 464 volumes, 
many of which were directories of cities in the middle 
west and south, where the Institute collection was espe- 
cially weak, and most of them were issued within five 
years. Letters have been sent to twenty-five libraries seek- 
ing an exchange, and over 200 volumes have been secured 
in this way. 

The newspaper collection is steadily growing and is 
numbered among the large collections in Uie country. It 
contains 2,730 bound volumes, of which 1,045 volumes are 
newspapers of Essex County cities and towns, and seventy- 
five volumes were printed before 1780. There is a large 
mass of unbound papers and these are being boimd in 
strong canvas as fast as money is available for &e purpose. 
Ninety-three volumes were bound during the year. 

By exchange, thirty-one numbers of ^e Boston Even- 
ing Post for 1774, and forty numbers of the Boston 
Gazette for 1781, 2 and 3 have been secured. 

A student who was using the library recently said that 
he found here early files of Philadelphia and Washington 
newspapers, which he had supposed could not be obtained 
without visiting those cities. 

The cataloging of the library has been somewhat ham- 
pered by the necessity of much time being devoted by the 
catalogers to the duties of the reference room and the gen- 
eral library work, and the absence of one of the cata- 
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logers for four months. During the past twelve montlis 
12,529 cards have been written for the catalog, and 3,866 
for the shelf list, a gain of 2,216 cards over last year. The 
catalog now contains 118,901 cards, and the shelf list 
35,082. 

The purchase of printed cards from the Libraiy of Con- 
gress has been continued so far as practicable and 6799 
cards have been purchased at a cost of $44.58. 

Good progress has been made in the classification and 
cataloging of the pamphlet collection which was formerly 
kept in an alphabetical arrangement and 168 bound vol- 
umes of miscellaneous pamphlets have been cataloged. 
These contain many sermons of early date and some rare 
political tracts. The value of the pamphlet collection was 
emphasized recently by a young man who has visited many 
of the large libraries of the country in search of materiid 
for a thesis on the subject of the influence of politics upon 
the governmental control and distribution of public lands. 
He found here a wealth of material on the subject and 
pronounced the pamphlet collection to be much stronger 
than he had found in any of the large libraries he had 
visited. 

The manuscript collection has been made the depository 
of a considerable number of Essex County court papers, 
and large additions of commercial papers bearing upon the 
latter years of Salem's foreign commerce have been re- 
ceived from Mr. George H. Allen and Mr. Walter H. 
TrumbulL Prom Miss Mary L. Carlton was received a 
record book, kept by Master Oliver Carlton, containing the 
names, ages, etc., of the members of the Public Latin 
Grammar School of Salem. From Mr. David P. Waters, 
a list of all the arrivals and departures of vessels at Zanzi- 
bar kept by his uncle, Mr. Richard Palmer Waters, during 
the years from 1832 to 1845 while he was consul at that 
port ; also other papers relating to the Zanzibar trade. From 
Mrs. Catherine Johnson of North Andover a collection of 
diaries and journals kept by the Bev. Samuel Johnson and 
several boxes of correspondence addressed to him. These 
contain many letters which are interesting and valuable 
from the standpoint of the autograph collector, — ^letters of 
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Longfellow, Emerson, Wendell PhillipB, Henry Ward 
Beecher, Parker Pillsbury, John Pierpont, Theodore D. 
Weld, Dorothea Dix, Lydia M. Child and many others. 

The manuscript collection has now outgrown the limits 
of the fireproof room and a considerable bulk of the less 
valuable papers have been removed to shelving in the libra- 
ry book-stack. 

During the summer months the work of classification 
and re-arrangement of books in the book-stack was con- 
tinued and good progress was made. 35 large packing cases 
containing religious pamphlets were unpacked, classified 
and arranged, and the entire collection of religious works 
was classified and duplicates eliminated. The amount of 
work may be realized from the fact that of Bibles alone 
there are 512 different editions including copies in San- 
scrit, Welch, Hawaiian, Persian, Spanish and Syrian. 

The committee appointed to prepare a bookplate for the 
China Library has had engraved by Mr. Sidney Smith of 
Boston, a most attractive and distinctive plate. The design 
has as a central figure the portrait of General Ward and 
below it the shrine which was erected to his memory at 
Soonkiang, by the Chinese government At either side are 
panels bearing in Chinese characters Ward's name and 
"Ever Victorious Army" the title which was applied to his 
troops. The whole is surrounded by a Chinese border and 
has as a background the indistinct figures of an old Chi- 
nese brocade. 

One of the greatest bugaboos of the library has been the 
map collection, and the impossibility of finding any given 
may when required. For lack of suitable accommodations 
the maps were scattered about the building, some in the 
attic in large boxes, others in drawers in the fireproof, and 
a residuum with the guide books and atlases. It was re- 
cently made possible by removing all the directories, ex- 
cept those of the Kew England states, to the book stack to 
devote one room to the maps. The narrow shelving was 
torn out and proper cases built with deep sliding shelves 
for the large maps and square pockets above for wall maps, 
which are kept on the roll with a tag tied on the end of 
each giving the necessary information. This method pre- 
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serves the map as published and seems far more desirable 
than the plan followed by some libraries of mutilating the 
maps by cutting them in sections and hinging them togeth- 
er so that the whole may be folded into a volume of folio 
size. There are about 4000 maps and charts, and 138 wall 
mapsy and 188 pocket maps. 

Several years ago the Boston Engineering Department 
published a list of the maps of Boston and two men from 
that office spent about a week in the attic examining the 
maps. They were very enthusiastic over the collection and 
were rewarded by finding some very rare and valuable 
maps including several early maps of Boston.

ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT. 



We are assembled here this evening for our 90th annu- 
al meeting ; with the pleasurable duty of hearing the re- 
ports of the past year's work from the Secretary-Curator, 
Mr. Dow ; the Librarian, Miss Waters ; and the Treasurer, 
Mr. Chapman ; and to complete our organization for the 
next year's work. When these duties have been com- 
pleted together with such other business as may properly 
come before us, an inspection of the Institute — indoors — 
is in order, as well as the agreeable social feature of par- 
taking of refreshments together. 

Before the Institute acquired this property, where we 
are now assembled, and improved it, there was a consid- 
erable quantity of very valuable property piled up and 
more or less out of sight, which then appeared to be hard- 
ly more useful than so much junk. And now with this 
increased space — in cases, upon walls, and on floors — 
that which was then hidden has been brought to view, 
classified, and made most truly useful, instructive and ed- 
ucational. 

But — a great big But — the Institute property — both in 
Library and Museum — ^is constantly increasing beyond the 
poesibUity of our immediately placing and using it as a 
Society like this one of ours should, if it could. Conse- 
quently we need more epace in which to house and display 
our ever increasing museum objects, and with that increase 
of housing we ought to have more endowment. 

An active Committee on new members is a good move 
which will be suggested by our Secretary ; but, as your 
President, I feel it a duty to place before this annual 
meeting tiie crying need of the Institute for Museum 
space and more endowment, and I appeal to all our mem- 
bers to be seekers for such. 

a) 
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Another good EUl to cany ui hooored name, or names, 
well endowed, or more than one Hall, would become a 
perpetnal memorial to any giver or giyers and greatly help 
thia Institntion. 

The rear fence ia a vaat improvement to oar property, 
and oar action in setting it back upon our land, while we 
hold fast all oar property rights, has widened the sidewalk 
to the benefit of the Gty and convenience of all users 
theieoL 

The ahoemaker's ahop ia a most interesting exhibit as 
now shown upon our grounds. When the severe weather 
upon the sea during the early winter in these lands led the 
fishermen to pass that season of their lives upon land, and 
when the froaen ground atopped activities upon the farms, 
both sailor and tmner found profitable occupation within 
such shoe shops as ours. And probably many decisions 
as to public policies were settled within such *'club- 
houaea " and debating rooms. The more serious problems 
were undoubtedly enlivened by the swapping of good 
atones and by friendly banter therein. 

Roger Sherman, a Massachusetts man by birth, was a 
ahoemaker, and I ask your indulgence while I relate to 
you his typical life and the life of a true patriot 

Roger Sherman was bom at Newton, Mass., 19 April, 
1721 (a good day of the month, but when his parents 
knew not of what was to happen upon a later April 19th, 
in the year 1775). << He was in childhood apprenticed to 
a shoemaker and followed that occupation until 1748, when 
he settled in New Milford, Conn., and joined an elder 
brother in keeping a small store (a good place then to 
learn to debate and keep the wits sharp); he obtained by 
private study a tolerable education, especially in mathe- 
matics ; was chosen county surveyor 1745 ; made for sev- 
eral years from 1748 the astronomical calculations for an 
almanac issued in New York ; studied law ; was admitted 
to the bar, 1754 ; sat several years in the colonial assembly ; 
removed to New Haven, 1761 ; was assistant governor 
nineteen years (1766-'85) ; judge of Common Pleas and of 
the Superior Court twenty-three years ; treasurer of Yale 
College, 1766-76; sat in Congress from 1774 untU his 
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death ; was one of the five members of the Committee to 
draft the Dechiration of Independence, 1776 ; served on 
many important committees on the Boanl of War and Ord- 
nance and on the treasury board ; assisted in codifying the 
laws of Connecticut in 1783 ; was one of the framers of 
the original ^'Articles of Confederation," 1777; an active 
member of the Federal constitutional convention, 1787, 
U. S. Senator, 1791-93 ; and Mayor of New Haven from 
1784 to his death in that city, July 23, 1793. He was an 
earnest christian, renowned for practical good sense, and 
exercised a great influence upon public affairs." 

The foregoing facts I have secured from a most repu- 
table source. And this noted man commenced his career 
as a shoemaker — probably trained in a shop like or similar 
to the one now upon our grounds. 

It would almost seem that such a story as this should 
be framed and place upon our shop's wall. 

And now my fellow members we will turn our attention 
to the interesting reports, Ac, that are now in order. 



REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 



The membership of the Essex Institute on April 30, 
1911, was 620 in number, consisting of 541 active mem- 
bers, 27 life members, and 52 on the corresponding list. 
During the year 17 active members have been elected and 
accepted memberahip, 20 have withdrawn and 18 have 
died. 

The latter part of the last century, a phrase usually 
suggestive of a considerable lapse of time, the active mem- 
bership of the Institute very nearly reached nine hundred. 
This result was attained largely through the personal ef- 
forts of Mr. Francis H. Lee and Mr. Henry M. Brooks and 
included many out-of-town members. Year by year many 
of these have resigned or died and no systematic or de- 
termined effort has been made to fill the vacant places. A 
similar organisation in Boston annually appoints a com- 
mittee whose members, by personal solicitation and judi- 
cious correspondence, are able to present for election a 
dozen or more names at every monthly meeting of the So- 
ciety. The assiduous labors of this committee may be 
judged by the following incident Not long ago one of our 
members contributed an excellent paper to the Historical 
Collections. A few days after the appearance of the issue 
containing his paper he received a complimentary letter 
from a lady unknown to him, who resided in a town on the 
other side of Boston and who invited him to become a 
member of the society to which I have alluded. Every 
year he now sends his personal check to the treasurer of 
the Boston society. A falling off of nearly three hundred 
in the membership of the Institute means a loss of nine 
hundred dollars or the annual income an endowment of 
of 1120,000, with which much might be accomplished. Is 
the Boston example a good one to follow ?

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The attendance in the moBenm has been 24,694, an in- 
crease of exactly fifty per cent over the previous year. 
The number who have visited the museum on week days 
is less than a year ago and the considerable increase in the 
total is entirely due to the opening of our doors on Sun- 
days and holidays. This was brought about by the co-op- 
eration of the City Council in providing a constable. The 
only expense to the Institute is the additional compensa- 
tion to the janitor and the necessary heating and cleaning, 
a total cost probably not exceeding the sum of one hun- 
dred dollars. The first Sunday on which the museum was 
opened was June 12, 1910 and since then 10,970 persons 
have visited the gallery and museum on Sundays and holi- 
days, the larger number of whom in all probability never 
before had crossed the threshold. The largest daily at- 
tendance was 583 on April 19th, 1911.

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Twenty-fiye aohools have yisited the Institute, a slightly 
smaller number than last year with a correspondingly 
smaller number of scholars. Yet the museum is not neg- 
lected by our schools and especially not by certain teach- 
ers. A number of lists prepared by the 7th grade scholars 
of the Saltonstall School, describing various objects in the 
museum, has just been received and among them one 
written by a boy who came from Russia only fourte^i 
months ago. Since then he has acquired the English 
language and writes of the museum, in part, as follows : — 
*^ I saw the rooms of the people in the early time. The 
old suits of the Salem Soldiers. I saw some pistols, guns 
and swords that was using in the revolution. I saw old 
porcelain with drawings on them. In one of the rooms 
there was a small piano, etc." 

The public lectures, as usual, have been given in Acad 
emy Hall, the Trustees of the Peabody Museum co-opera- 
ting with the Institute. Nine lectures were given in the 
Free Course, all of which were illustrated by the stereop- 
ticon. Six evenings were occupied by the Home Course, 
at which refreshments were served.

Last December, a communication was received from a 
resident of Whitehall, Wisconsin, a portion of which reads 
as follows : —

is still standing in your city as it was a score of yean 
ago? 

^ Recent newspaper clipping states that in the church 
(20 years or more ago) * ihe gallows were in keeping on 
which the soul of brave Anne HutehiMan fought to the 
last' This is an error, is it not? I believe Anne Hutch- 
inson was massacred by Indians instead of being hung. 
However, wa$ there a gallows in the church, and is there 
«f»U, upon which some of the mtches were hung; among 
them, presumably, Mrs. Mary Dyer, a warm frund and 
a$$oeiat€ of Mr$, MUehinson t " 

It would be difficult to include in so short a letter a 
greater number of historical inaccuracies, a shining excep- 
tion, however, chancing to be the nature of the penalty in 
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16929 over which the arenge newspaper stmnblee. This 
letter is not brought to your attention alone as a cariosity, 
but as indicating the constant and continued interest in 
the little ** old meeting-house,'* so called, shown by visi- 
tors from all parts of the country and also by frequent 
newspaper references. Since the building was closed to 
the public it has been truly impossible to deny the persis- 
tant visitor. The passage way next the Armory was in 
constant use until closed by a wire fence. Then Mr. 
Pingree's yard was often invaded in order that a glimpse 
of the exterior of the building might be obtained from a 
tip-toe vantage point while perched on the lower rail of 
his board fence, and now that the space in the rear of our 
buildings is being utilized as a sort of out-door museum, 
the exterior of tiie ^* old meeting-house " is observed by 
the curious much as in former years. It undoubtedly will 
require at least half a oentuiy to dissipate the national 
fame obtained during those nearly fifty years of peaceful 
acquisition. 

On the other hand, the door need not be kept closed if 
the Institute should accept the personal conclusions of the 
antiquarian who searched the records at the direction of 
the Institute's Committee of Investigation, conclusions 
based in part upon records discovered subsequent to the 
date of his earlier investigation. Mr. Sidney Perley is of 
the opinion that the timbers preserved by the Institute for 
so many years once formed a part of the first Quaker 
meeting-house in Salem, which was built by Thomas 
Maule in 1688, and this opinion he supports by corrobora- 
tive evidence from documentary sources ; evidence fully 
as conclusive as that upon which rests the fame of Ply- 
mouth Rock or the wolf den of Greneral Putnam. Such a 
conclusion would not clash with the traditions associated 
with the timbers for what could be more natural than to 
learn that a Quaker &ther should to repeat to his son the 
tradition that the frame formerly was that of the first 
meeting-house, thereby meaning the first Quaker meeting- 
house. 

Among the many gifts to the museum should be noted 
the following : — 
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From Mr. Robert Hale Bancroft of Beverly, through 
the courtesy of the trustees of the N. B. Perkins estate, 
the well known *« Pineapple doorway." This was falling 
into decay and now has been replaced by a modem door- 
head. Family tradition records that this example of wood 
cai*ying was brought from over the seas in 1740 by 
Captain Poynton. 

Miss Mary T. Saunders: a miniature of Joseph Hiller 
of Salem, who was lost at sea off the Cape of Good Hope 
in 1784 at the age of eighteen, a miniature of Joseph Saul 
of Salem, patch boxes, United States cents, 1857-1909, 
and examples of glass, tin and iron ware. 

Estate of A. Frank Hitchings : large wooden chest in 
which the records of the Salem Custom House were kept 
immediately following the Revolution. 

Gen. Francis Henry Appleton: 228 lantern slides of 
historic buildings, gaidens, etc. 

Mrs. Elizabeth O. P. Sturgis: filiagree gold jewelry 
made in Manila. 

Messrs. Holbrook, Cabot & Rollins of Boston : iron link 
from the old Chain Bridge at Newburyport, recently re- 
moved. 

Mr. J. Ome Rider: oil portrait of Dr. Joseph Famum 
of Salem, by Daniel M. Shepard of Salem. 

Mr. John Robinson: various articles of New England 
costume. 

David Choate, M. D.: lancet case made of shark's skin, 
mounted in silver, with the name ** Richard Dexter '' en- 
graved on one end and "John D. Treadwell, 1788" 
scratched on the other. Dr. Dexter practiced medicine in 
Topsfield before 1750 and Dr. Tread well was the well 
known Salem physician. 

Mrs. Charles G. Chever of North Andover: several fine 
pieces of ShefiBeld and Staffordshire. 

Estate of Miss Elizabeth D. Devereux : a particularly 
fine oil portrait of Mrs. Simon Forrester (Rachel Hathome) 
painted by Frothingham in 1822, group of five children of 
John Forrester of Salem, painted by Frothingham in 1822, 
and a charcoal portrait of << Dolly " Madison presented by 
her to Daniel Webster. 
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Miss Pauline Willis of Kensington Grate, London : oil 
poitrait of Chief Jnstioe Samael Sewall, after the original 
now in the possession of the Massachusetts Historical So- 
ciety. 

Mr. Arthur Little of Boston : a large piece of hand 
painted Chinese wall paper taken from tiie Marston house 
which formerly stood at the comer of Washington street 
and Barton Square. 

Mrs. Sarah J. Ropes : a considerable collection of cloth- 
ing, dolls, toys, ete., and from Miss Ella H. Ropes, a min- 
iatare of John T. Ropes of Salem, painted in 1882. 

Mis. Maiy B. Perley of Topsficdd : wall paper from the . 
room in the Meshech Weare house at Hampton Falls, 
N. H., in which the New Hampshire Continental Congress 
met, and another specimen from a room in the same house 
in which Washington spent the night while on his eastern 
tour in 1789. 

Mr. John B. Etheridge : demijohns and pottery jugs and 
jars. 

Mr. Willis H. Ropes : a painting by Joseph Ropes (bom 
in Salem in 1812), '' The Festa of St Benedict at Subia- 
co, Italy." Mr. SLopes has continued to gather large ac- 
cessions to the museum collections, including many objecte 
needed for the old apothecary^s shop. 

By purchase, the Institute has acquired a sideboard, sev- 
eral very fine Hepplewhite chairs, a so6i and a tip teble. 
This has been made possible through the generosity of Mr. 
David PuQgree, Mrs. Jennie M. Bmmerton, Mr. John Rob- 
inson and Mr. Francis H. Lee. 

In no previous year have the publishing activities of the 
Institute been so great as during the past twelve months. 
The vital records of Ipswich and Newbury, and the first 
volume of Newburyport records, a total of 2876 pages, 
have been printed and Volume II of Newburyport is 
nearly ready for the press. Doctor Bentley's Diary, Vol- 
ume ni, containing 605 pages and 87 iUostrations has 
been distributed and the work of copying the original 
manuscript has progressed to the early part of the year 
1815. A new undertaking on the part of the Institute 
has been the publication of the ** Records and Files of the 
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Quarterly Courts of Essex County " beginning with the 
year 1686, and nearly four hundred pases of the first toI- 
ume to be issued are now printed. This work has only 
been made possible by the co-operation of the County 
Commissioners and by a generous advance subscription on 
the part of libraries and interested individuals. These 
records and the accompanying files containing the original 
papers used in the trials, are of inestimable value to the 
historian, the genealogist and the sociologist The papers 
intimately picture the manners and customs of New Eng- 
land during the Colonial period and the collection is by 
&r the most extensive of its kind in existence. The nature 
of many of the records may be judged from the following 
abstracts : — 

27 June, 1637. John Talbie's wife Dorothy, for fre- 
quent laying hands on her husband to the danger of his 
life, and contemning authority of the court, to be chained 
to a post, being allowed only to **come to the place of 
gods worship," until she repents. 

2 February, 1641-2. George Carr presented for not 
keeping the ferry, but suffering people to stand waiting at 
the water side three hours, to the prejudice of their health, 
and for taking 4d a head for cattle swimming over the 
ferry, he not Wording them his help. Wit : Jo. Sanders, 
. grand juryman. 

27 December, 1642. Lady Deborah Moody, a Lynn 
presentment, presented for not believing in infant baptism. 
She did not appear, report being made that she was' in a 
way of con^riction before the elders. 

28 February, 1642-8, Josua Downing presented for 
carrying a burden upon an ass on the Lord's day about 
two years ago. Wit : Elias Stilman. ** Non Vallett" 

27 December, 1648. John Poole and Joseph Armetag 
gave bond thatTego Omohoine, son to Dierman oMahonie, 
shall be taught to read the English tongue, which inden- 
ture was delivered again to Joseph Armetage. 

27 August, 1644. ** The ould house In Salem which 
once was mr Skeltons being in Eminent Danger of present 
falling to the endangering of the lives of Children & Cat- 
tell and others,'' it was ordered that the house be taken 
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down in ten dAji. TiwMeript giTon to Mr. Browne, and 
another to be aet on die meeting honae. Wit: Peter Pal- 
fray and Eliaa Maaon. 

Allnaion liaa been made in an earlier report to the 
diaries of Mra. Maiy Hdyoke, the wife <d Edward 
Aagnatoa Holyoke, IL D., ooTering the period of 1760 to 
1800. To thia nodeoa have been added liie diaries of Ed- 
ward Holyoke, miniater at Marblebead and President of 
Harvard College, beginning in 1709 ; tbe diaries kept by 
Doctor Edward Angoatos Holyoke while a student at 
Harvard College and the diaries kept by two of his dangh- 
ters between the yean 1800 and 1856. The origiiuls 
were kept in interleaved almanac and the entries gen- 
erally are bat a line-a-day, yet the period covered, 1709- 
1866, is most remarkable. It also ia worthy of record in 
this connection that descendants of later genenttions have 
continaed the daily record so that now there is in existence 
a continaoQs diary kept by members of one family for 
over two centaries. Senator Wetmore of Rhode Idand^ 
whose ancestors at <me time lived in Salem, has generoosly 
offered to defray a large part of the cost of publishing 
these diaries and over one handled pages of the Yolume 
are now in type. It will contain numerous iUastrations and 
will be fully annotated and indexed. 

These several publications together with a volume of 
the Historical CoUections and the annaal report, represent 
a total of nearly 4500 printed pages published by the 
Essex Institate daring the past twelve months. 

The catalog of the Emilio Collection of Military Buttons 
will probably go to press during the coming sammer as 
Captain Emilio has nearly completed his manuscript and 
the engraved plates for the illustrations have already been 
made. 

Last sammer the ** galvanized iron building ** on Brown 
street was removed and now the 17th century house in 
the rear of our Museum building may be seen in all its 
picturesqueness. The iron fence with brick posts that 
has been built along Brown street adds dignity to the ap- 
pearance of our grounds and permits an excellent view of 
the garden and the fine shade trees. An old-time shoe- 
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maker's shop, bnilt in Lynn before the year 1800, has 
been placed near the rear door of the house, the expense 
of moving having been assumed by Mr. Henry F. Tapley 
of Lynn, the donor of the shop. To the equipment of 
this shop the Lynn Historical Society has contributed sev- 
eral low benches and numerous hand tools. Today, the 
Institute has on public exhibition the only old-time shoe- 
maker's shop with complete equipment that may be seen 
in Essex County and that probably means the country as 
well. 

The ^* old house '' is slowly being restored to its 17th 
century condition. The yellow painted exterior has been 
stained a weather-beaten color, the expense having been 
met by Mr. Albree. The paint and later plaster have 
been removed from the two large rooms on the ground 
floor and the leaded-glass casement windows in the first 
floor are now being put in place. Mr. Phillip Little has 
agreed to assume the expense of placing the walls and 
floor of the front room in proper condition and soon it 
will be ready for public inspection, furnished in the 17th 
century manner. The weaving room and apothecary's 
shop idso will be opened within a few weeks. The per- 
fect and complete restoration of the old house is lacking 
in two essential particulars, viz., the reconstructing of the 
huge fireplaces, which will cost 9460.00, and the rebuilding, 
at a cost of 9100.00, of the two *^ peaked windows" 
that formerly projected from the roof. I ardently wish 
that money were in hand so that the work might begin to- 
morrow and then in very truth we should possess a 17th 
century dwelling. 

The constant, yes, increasing stream of additions to the 
museum collections makes certain the necessity of addition- 
al exhibition space in the near fnture. The valuable 
paintings, the almost priceless pieces of furniture and 
other unique and interesting objects that have been en- 
trusted to our keeping are growing more valuable every 
day and are attracting other gifts of a like character, for 
the public museum is now recognized as the logical cus- 
todian and trustee for all time. Private collections, how- 
ever carefully treasured, are generally dissipated by the 
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hein of the person who gathered them, and the only 
means by which valued objects may be preserved and 
handed down is to make the public museum a custodian 
for the perpetual benefit of all descendants and also for the 
community at large. This is the only sure way to preserve 
your heirlooms. What has become of most of the inter- 
esting and valuable things your greatgrandmother pos- 
sessed ? The furniture, the pictures, the china, the sil- 
ver, and the family papers. You know of one or two 
blue plates, a chair, and possibly a silver spoon. Where 
are the rest? Lost, broken, disappeared — ^perhaps, 
unknown to you, adorning the homes of people who never 
knew of her existence. If you have collections of objects 
whose preservation you desire, if you place them in your 
name in a museum, you can rest in the certainty of the 
knowledge that they will be preserved and cared for and 
they retdly will belong to all your posterity forever. 
There is no other certain way to insure this. 



REPORT OF THE LIBRAlRlAN. 



In presenting a report of the condition of the library of 
the Essex Institute it is rather difficult to draw the line 
between a general resume which would be sufficient for 
those who are frequent visitors, and a more detailed 
account of the work for those living at a distance, and also 
new members. The latter may not even know, except in 
a general way, what classes of books may be found here. 
The constitution of the Society states that it is for the ad- 
vancement of History, Science, Literature, and the Arts 
in Essex County but the existence of the Public Library 
and the Athenaeum make it unnecessary to purchase the 
more popular books so the Institute has confined itself 
(except in the case of special collections) to history, 
genealogy and biography. The collection of New Eng- 
land lo(»l histories is very large, and the genealogies of 
Essex County families are well represented. 

Of the special collections, the China library is the best 
in the country ; the Marine room contains over 1200 log 
books and sea journals as well as upwards of 1500 books 
relating to the commercial marine ; the collection of Essex 
County imprints is remarkably complete ; and the accum- 
ulation of city directories ranks third in size in the United 
States. The library of the Institute is mainly for refer- 
ence and the best way for new members to become 
familiar with its resources is by making a personal visit. 

The additions during the past year have been as

The gifts have been varied including books of travel, 
text books and local imprints as well as reports from li-

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braries, religious and charitable societies, colleges and 
other educational institutions. A good friend of the In- 
stitute has presented for the Marine Collection an impor- 
tant work published abroad — '* Souvenirs de Marine " by 
Vice-Admiral Paris. This work is in six folio volumes 
and contains plans and designs of ships ancient and 
modern. Another valuable addition to the Marine Col- 
lection was two large volumes containing plans of wooden 
vessels of various kinds from fishing smacks to the largest 
clipper ships and vessels of war, both sail and steam, 
built by William H. Webb, between 1840 and 1869. 
These volumes were presented by Webb's Academy of 
Naval Architecture. 

Mr. John Robinson has made constant additions to the 
collection of books on numismatics presented by him sev- 
eral years ago, and Mr. Lawrence W. Jenkins has pre- 
sented as issued the files of ^* Science " and the ** Harvard 
Bulletin." The Salem Public Library and the Salem Fra- 
ternity, as in former years, have presented the unbound 
files of Salem newspapers from which a duplicate set has 
been made up as a reserve for the time when the bound 
files shall have become worn, as the quality of paper used 
for the modem newspaper is too poor to withstand many 
years of usage. If the statement be true that newa- 
papers printed upon the cheap wood pulp paper of today 
will crumble to dust in fifty years it behooves historiosl 
societies and others who wish to preserve the history of 
the present to discbver some remedy. Experiments recent- 
ly made by the German Governmental Paper Testing In- 
stitute of Berlin have resulted in the discovery of a solu- 
tion which when applied to old and brittle paper renders 
it firm and parchment-like. If at any time it seems 
necessary to repeat the application it may be done without 
injury to the paper thus preserving it for an indefinite 
time. 

Mr. Hugh F. E. Farrell, Mr. Harry E. Webber, Messrs. 
Newcomb and Gauss, and the Essex Book Bindery have 
shown their continued interest in the Library by gifts of 
local programs, circulars, and other ephemeral printed 
matter, 
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From the SmithBonian Institution we have received the 
account of the Harriman Alaska Expedition. This work 
is in thirteen volumes and relates to the history, geography, 
fauna and flora, and natural resources of that country, U- 
lustrated with beautiful plates many of which are colored. 

In addition to the above the £asex Institute being a 
designated depository of the U. S. Government publica- 
tions received from the Superintendent of Documents 
during the year, 845 volumes and 1,245 pamphlets besides 
the preliminary issues of which no account is kept 

The money available for the purchase of books has been 
expended under the direction of the book committee 
(along the usual lines) in strengthening the special col- 
lections and in adding to the works of reference. Of the 
latter the most notable was Wrighfs *' English Dialect 
Dictionary," being the complete vocabulary of all dialect 
words, still in use, or known to have been in use during 
the last two hundred years, with illustrative quotations 
from standard authors. 

We have been fortunate in securing from various 
sources twenty of the early town reports of several Essex 
County towns. These are in broadside form and are ex- 
ceedingly rare and difficult to obtain. 

The usual exchanges of our publications with local and 
foreign historical and scientific societies have been con- 
tinued. About 802 magazines needed in our files have 
been secured by exchanging duplicates. 182 city direc- 
tories have been obtained by exchanging duplicates with 
other libraries. And in this connection your attention is 
again called to the fact that directories of recent years are 
desired for u^ in this way. 

The appropriation for binding has been spent where the 
need was greatest, t. e. in binding some of the current 
files of historical publications, magazines and newspapers, 
and for necessary repairs. 

The manuscript collection has been enriched by gifts of 
Civil War manuscripts, commercial papers, account books, 
etc. About one hundred manuscript sermons of Rev. 
Humphrey Clark Perley of Methuen were received by gift 
from Mr. Sidney Perley. A log book of more than ordi- 
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naiy intereBt was presented by Mr. Richard Harrington. 
It is a journal kept hj Henry A. Tntde of a voyage from 
Salem to San Francisco in 1849 in the bark <« La Grange," 
and is in the form of a diary evidently intended for the 
perusal of the wife of the writer. Another interesting 
gift was a certificate of the marriage of two Quakers, 
Stephen Nichols of Salem and Mary Buxton of Danvers. 
This is the only certificate of- the Idnd in the possession of 
the Institute. 

The work of cataloging the library has progressed welL 
Two catalogeis are employed all the time and two assis- 
tants devote as much time to writing cards as may be 
spared from other duties. It may be of interest to the 
members who never have inspected the catalog to know 
that with the exception of the few printed cards which 
are purchased, all of the cards in the catalog are hand 
written. At the present time the catalog contains 188,126 
cards of which 14,225 were added during the past year ; 
the number of caids in the shelf-list is 87,666 and of these 
2,684 were added during the year, a total of 16,809 
written in the past twelve months. 

The purchase of printed cards from the Library of 
Congress and the American Library Association has been 
continued and 6,913 cards have been purchased at a cost 
of $64.65. 

The only change in the personnel of the staff was the 
resignation of MIbs Florence L. Stoddard who had done 
good work in the cataloging department for seven years 
and who left to take a similar position in the library of 
the University of Chicago. Her place has been filled by 
Miss May E. Taft, Wellesley, 1908. 

It is a pleasure to record the unfailing enthusiasm and 
co-operation of the members of the staff. 

The work of classification and rearrangement in the 
book stack has been continued and good progress made. 
While engaged in this work a copy of the first edition of 
** Science and Health " was found which sells for upwards 
of $100. At the ume this seemed like a good find but it 
has been eclipsed by the latest discovery. While cata- 
loging some bundles of miscellaneous tracts we found an 
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anoDymoQB pamphlet of twelve pages entitled << The Em- 
baigo ; or, Sketches of the Tunes; a Satire* By a Youth of 
Th&teen." This was the first production of the pen of 
William Cullen Bryant At the Hoffman sale in 1877 a 
copy brought 917, and ten years later the same copy was 
resold at the Hawkins sale for 941.50. During the past 
week at the auction of the notable Hoe library, which is 
the largest collection of fine and rare books eyer dispersed 
at auction, and has attracted all the large collectors, this 
same pamphlet was sold for a third time and brought the 
almost incredible sam of 98,250. This pamphlet and a 
few other first editions may be seen this evening in the 
exhibition case at the head of the stairs in the entrance 
hallway. 

For a number of years the western half of the base- 
ment of the museum building has been filled with packing 
cases and boxes of ansorted pamphlets as well as shelves 
filled with duplicates. During the past summer this 
basement has been entirely cleared and is now ready for a 
concrete floor and shelving to accommodate the overflow 
from other parts of the stack. About one hundred and 
fifty cases were unpacked, the residuum of unclassified 
pamphlet material was brought down from the attic and 
the entire mass sorted. Such books and pamphlets as 
were needed on our shelves were brought to the work 
room to be cataloged. Of the remainder eighteen large 
cases of duplicate agricultural and horticultuntl pamphlets 
were sent to the Massachusetts Horticultural Society; 
fourteen cases of religious pamphlets and books were 
given to the Congregational Library ; a small collection of 
works printed in America before 1820 together with some 
newspapers were presented to the American Antiquarian 
Society at Woroester; and incomplete files of various 
newspapers not in our chosen field were sent to the Mass- 
achusetts State Library, the Massachusetts Historical So- 
ciety, and the Library of Congress. 

The use of the library by members andot hers has been 
about the same as during the previous year but it is far 
below what it should be. Denumds for information by 
telephone seem to be increasing, and now and then a 
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specialist in some subject makes use of oar books and ex 
presses pleasure at the scope of the collection. While 
the specialist is welcome we most earnestly desire that the 
local members should use the library. If calls are made 
for special books Dot in the library an endeavor is made to 
secure them elsewhere by inter-library loan. 

During the winter the experiment was tried of adver- 
tising the library as is done in many public libraries and 
a poster was prepared calling atteution to some of the more 
attractiYe periodicals. On the evenings of home meetings 
this poster was hung in the hallway and as a result a few 
more members became borrowers. We have on our shelves, 
the Connoisseur, International Studio, Art Journal, Coun- 
try life in America, American Homes and Grardens, Lon- 
don News, Harper's Weekly and many others, as well as 
the popular magazines, and any of these circulate upon 
receipt of the next number. If the demand warranted, 
duplicate files of some of these magazines might be sub- 
scribed for and then one set could circulate at once. 

Will the members not make use of their privileges and 
encourage the development of the library, and help to in- 
crease and extend its sphere of usefulness ?

NEEDS OF THE MUSEUM; 

. The attention of ail persons intei^ted kx the pres-

at such times which, if preserved in the museum of 
the Essex Institute, would help tosnakc the cbllection 
what it is most desired to be—a complete record of 
the life of our forefatiiers. 
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ADDRESS OF THE PRESIDENT. 



We are assembled for our 91st annual meeting, count- 
ing from 1821, the year when our oldest component part 
was formed. 

I regard it as the duty of your President at this time to 
try to be a Progressive, for our purposes, and I am sure 
that your approval will go with me. 

Before the Institute acquired the Athenaeum property 
and before it could display its possessions, as its present 
Library and Museum space allows, we possessed an amount 
of valuable historical books and collections which were 
not then generally realized. Many of them were then so 
* ^ piled up" that their value and usefulness was not as truly 
known as they should have been except by comparatively 
few people. 

While the present displayed collections are extremely 
valuable, and useful, to many people — ^we possess much 
more accumulated valuable historical property that is heap- 
ing up (if I may say so) and demanding recognition and 
more space to be displayed in. 

We need for such purposes an additional building, to be 
a fireproof structure, which shall contain a fireproof room 
for our most valuable papers, documents and other se- 
lected objects. 

The Board of Directors have felt able, during the past 
year, to greatly improve the basement of the Museum 
Building as our Secretary and Curator, will explain to 
you ; and it is most fortunate that our finances permitted 
this good work to be done. 

It is the opinion of many, I find, who know little of the 
Institute's carefully conducted management of expenses, 
by its chosen Board of Directors, that the Institute is rich* 
TiuB idea may have grown out of the fact that we have 
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been able to acquire this MuseamBailding and re-arrange 
and fill it with what so beautifully surrounds us this even- 
ing. But we had previously paid rent for much of that 
building, and the Institute is not rich, — but is needy. To 
fulfil its allotted work in one of the oldest Cities and 
Counties of our Nation, and do it well and creditably, it 
must be needy for many years to come, it seems to me. 
It must be progressive. 

I think that the fact of being needy is true proof of 
ambition to be constantly better. 

We are not suffering — and our surplus relics and books 
can be kept ^ piled up^' — ^but we should all like to see our 
surplus spread out so that visitors can see labels on every- 
thing worth exhibiting and be interested in and learn 
therefrom ; and have all of our books readily accessible. 

Histoiy is a valuable asset ; we have it ; and we shall 
be glad to have the means given to us to make the most 
of what we have. 

It will help this City, our County, whose name we are 
proud to bear, and redound to the glory of those who may 
generously give to us. 

Endowment funds would also be most acceptable, and 
are essential to best success. 

At the first half-century of the Essex Institute, — hav- 
ing been designated by the late Governor Wolcott to re- 
present him, — and being then a member of his Staff, I 
said in part : — 

'* Besides collecting our relics in-doors, let us be the me- 
dium of preserving relics out-of-doors. So far as is pos- 
sible, and besides some interesting houses in old Salem 
Village, let spots in nature's landscape, that mark the life 
of men and women who have lived to help us by wisdom 
and example, be preserved to continue to help us by a 
bright remembrance of the lives there lived ; * * * 
as in Cambridge at the Longfellow home, and at the James 
RusseU LoweU estate. (I^esident Eliot was then pres- 
ent) A like work has been accomplished at the early 
home of Whittier, and in some other Essex County spots." 

There has since been established the Society for the 
Preservation of New England Antiquities with our Direc- 
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tor, William C. Endicott, Esq., as Treasurer, incorporated 
in 1910, doing much to promote the above idea, and upon 
a broader plan. We can well congratulate that society, 
and wish them every success in their good work. 

The only way to let people know of our work and needs 
who are really interested in them, but who sometimes do 
not realize how much they can help us, is for your Presi- 
dent to send out this kind of message, — ^just as the Wire- 
less message is sent into unknown space — and hope for 
good results from somewhere. 

We are all ready to explain our needs in such a way 
that a possible giver shall see that he, or she, or both, is, 
or are, bringing glory and honor to themselves at the same 
time that they are aiding us. 

Seven per cent, jncrease in attendance over last year in 
the Museum making the total attendance 26,425 for 1911- 
1912 is proof of the present interest in, and benefits now 
spread abroad by this Essex Institute. 



REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 



The membeisbip of the Essex Institate on April 30, 
1912, was 614 in number, consisting of 586 active mem- 
bers, 26 life members, and 52 on t£e corresponding list. 
During the past year 84 aotiye members have been elected 
and accepted membership, while 18 have withdrawn and 
27 have died ; among the latter were CoL Thomas Went- 
worth Higginson and Prof. Alexander Agassiz, both cor- 
responding membeis, and Dr. Jesse Robbins who was 
elected a member in 1867* Dr. Horatio 0. Meriam, elected 
in 1872 and Jeremiah T. Mahoney, elected in 1874. 

The attendance in the museum has been 26,425, a seven 
per cent increase over the previous year. Twenty-five 
schools and societies have inspected our collections, a 
smaller number than usuaL

Miss Frazar also 
presented oil portraits of her father and mother, the form- 
er painted in Holland and the latter by Henry C. Pratt of 
Boston, also an excellent copy of a portrait by Drouais, 
and a considerable collection of china, pottery, and mia« 
cellaneous objects. 

Miss Mary T. Saunders : a Sheffield pepper pot, and six 
pieces of pewter that once formed a part of the wedding 
outfit of Miss Sarah Hubbard of Beverly who was mar- 
ried in 1784. 

Miss M. J. Fenderson of Boston : a silver watch made 
by Bailee of London about 1764 and formerly owned in 
Rowley. 

Joseph A. Fitzgerald : the head of Paracelsus, carved 
in wood, which was placed on the Emmerton drug store, 
at the comer of Elm street about 1840 ; and from tiie same 
store a large bell-metal mortar with its original wooden 
stand. 
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Mr. John Robinson : 85 Chinese coins antedating the 
Christian era, all being the rarer examples of the spade, 
bridge, knife, and bell money. He also has added 15 
Chinese coins of later periods, together with a cast, twen- 
ty inches long, containing eighteen coins and two amulets, 
jost as it came from the mould. 7 Japanese, 57 Korean, 
and 80 miscellaneous Oriental coins have been added, be- 
sides 12 early Arabic glass weights from Egypt. 

Mr. William C. Eaton of Boston : various articles of 
costume worn during the period of 1840-65. 

Mr. Willis H. Ropes has made numerous donations and 
also solicited many gifts from others. 

Mrs. Arthur H. Phippen and Mr. Heniy M. Batchelder 
have given several Rogers groups and it is greatly desired 
that other subjects may be added to our collection. John 
Rogers was bom in SaJem in 1829 in the Derby-Pickman- 
Brookhouse house on Washington street and a complete 
collection of his statuette groups should be preserved in 
his native city. Nearly fifty different subjects were re- 
produced and had a large share in elevating the artistic 
taste of his time. Of these groups the Institute possesses 
less than a dozen. 

An early pine chest, which family tradition says be- 
longed to Allen Breed, the first of the name at Lynn, has 
been presented by a descendant 

The exhibit of advertising signs has received two inter- 
esting additions of wooden Indians, so commonly used by 
tobacconists during the last century. An Indian squaw 
was given by William P. Radford of Salem and an Indian 
chief, carved in Gloucester about 1845, was given by 
Mrs. Maria D. Overbeck of that city. 

Mrs. Chester L. Dane has loaned two large paintings. 
** Lake Nemi, Italy" painted in 1818 by Joseph Ropes of 
Salem and a ** View on the Susquehanna near the village 
of Dauphin" by William L. Sonntag. 

Messrs. A. N. and S. S. Stevens of Salem, have de- 
posited a small collection of furniture in excellent condi- 
tion, including a secretary made in 1807 by Appleton of 
Salem, and filled with china, much of it Oriental Lowes- 
toft, a tall clock made in Concord, N. H. nearly a century 
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ago, tables, Chippendale chain, and a gilt minor of about 
1750. Thej have also deposited three landscapes, painted 
about 1865 by J. Appleton Browne, a native of Newboiy- 
port 

A portrait of Henry King Fettyplace by Osgood, was 
reoeiyed by bequest of Miss Sarah Fettyplace. It has 
been loaned to the Marblehead Historical Society to be 
placed in the Fettyplace Room in their building. 

The income from the Frederick Lamson bequest, to- 
gether with a special appropriation of (200.00 available 
for the purchase of museum objects, has made it possible 
to secure several pieces of early furniture, types of which 
hitherto were lacking. Considerable additions to the col- 
lection of pottery and pewter also have been made. 

On the evening of June 19th, 1911, a private view of 
the model of the Hawthorne Memorial designed by Bela 
L. Pratt was given in the picture gallery to the membeis 
of the Institute and the Hawthorne Memorial Associa- 
tion. 

Special exhibitions have been arranged as follows : — 
Oct. 24, 1911. American and European posters. 
Dec. 4, 1911. Photographs by Mr. Arthur F. Harlow. 
Jan. 22, 1912. Colored engravings of military paint- 
ings by Detaille. 

April 22, 1812. Civil War photographs by Brady. 

Some four hundred museum labels have been lettered, 
nearly completing the small objects exhibited in the pic- 
ture gallery, and 1569 labels have been lettered for the 
Emilio CoUection of Military Buttons which is to be 
shown on swinging frames. Soon after the annual meet- 
ing it is planned to begin a thorough rearrangement of the 
objects in the museum hall with the preparation of an 
entirely new set of labels. 

A field meeting was held on the afternoon of October 
14th, off Proctor street, at the supposed place of execu- 
tion of the witches in 1692 on Grallows Hill, at which the 
evidence showing it to be the veritable site was presented 
by Mr. Sidney Perley and discussed by Mr. Abner C. 
Goodell and others. There was an attendance of over two 
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hundred. After the meeting, about seventy-fiye of those 
present followed the course of the 17th century roadway 
leading through the Great Pastures towards Marblehead 
and Lynn. 

The unfinished portion of the cellar of the Museum 
Building has been cemented and plastered, new area win- 
dows have been constructed, and much needed storage 
space has thereby been secured, not only for museum ob- 
jects, but for the shelving of public documents as well. 
A new and enlarged basement entrance has been con- 
structed of cement at the rear of the building, giving 
more convenient access and making it possible to receive 
larger objects. 

The wooden balustrade on the roof of the Library 
Building having been found to be in a badly decayed con- 
dition and dangerous to those passing near the building, 
has been taken down. 

The appearance of the open space in front of the 
Museum Building has been improved by the setting out 
of shrubbery. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the door of *' the old 
meeting house," so called, has been closed for a number 
of years and the negative report of the committee on its 
authenticity has been published, yet the reputation and 
prestige achieved during the previous forty years cannot 
easily be brushed aside and the constant and somewhat 
insistent requests to see the building at last have led the 
Board of Directors to aiithorize the reopening of its door. 
The interior has been refinished and a boldly lettered sign 
gives information as to the known history of the build- 
ing, while at the comers of the interior are chained copies 
of the Report on its authenticity to assist those who may 
be studiously inclined. 

The most important work in connection with the mu- 
seum during the past year may now be seen in the com- 
pleted restoration of our 17th century house. Early in 
the year, through the generosity of lUGr. Philip Little, the 
walls and floor of the front room on the first floor were 
restored at a cost of nearly fifty dollars, making it possi- 
ble to furnish and open the room to the public. The 
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weave room and apothecary's shop in the lean*to also were 
opened and during the summep were seen by a large num- 
ber of visitors. Late in the fall the Board of Directors 
appropriated a sum of money sufficient to i^ebuild the 
ancient fireplaces, replace the peaked windows in the 
roof 9 and restore the old-time kitchen* The staircase was 
also rebuilt ; like the fireplaces^ following the lines of the 
interior of the old Parson Capen House at Topsfield, 
which was erected only two years after our 17th century 
house and is of the same type of architecture. In fur- 
nishing these rooms an effort has been made to present a 
truthful picture of an interior of the year 1700. Where 
original furniture or utensils of the period have not been 
available, reproductions have been made* and the finished 
result is believed to be highly successful, giving much of 
an atmosphere of liveableness. Miss Sand^ W. Symonds 
and her assistants occupy the second floor and act as cus- 
todians, showing the house to visitors when the cow bell 
signals its call from the front entty. They will be 
dressed in homespun costumes of the time when the house 
was built The ^* cent shop " in one of the lean-to rooms 
as yet is incomplete in its equipment of old-time stock. 
It is hoped that all having any old-time toy or object use- 
ful in this connection will remember our needs. 

The publications of the year include Vital Records of 
Newburyport, Volume 11, Vital Records of Tewksbury, 
The Holyoke Diaries, Catalog of the Emilio Collection of 
Military Buttons, the current volume of the Historical 
Collections, and the annual report, a total of 2065 print- 
ed pages. The first volume of the Records and Files of 
the Quarterly Courts of Essex County, a volume of 510 
pages, including the years 1684-1656, also was completed, 
and the second volume is now more than half in type. 
This work already is very generally considered by histo- 
rians, genealogists and lawyers, as one of the most valu- 
able and important publications ever undertaken by the 
Institute. 

The Vital Records of Tyngsboro and Dunstable are 
being put into type, and work has begun in copying the 
records of Chelmsford. 
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To prepare an annual report, year after year, and pre- 
sent for your information details of the routine work of 
a twelvemonth, without exhibiting on every occasion a 
very similar picture, in time becomes a somewhat di£Glcult 
problem. The more so because the faithful curator of a 
museum must, upon every available opportunity, recite 
the principal articles of his creed — ^more objects for the 
museum, more money with which to buy them, and more 
space in which to exhibit them. Less than four years 
ago the Institute opened the halls of its enlarged museum 
building, and already the need for additional space is felt 
But the museum cannot, must not, remain stationary. A 
museimi either grows or dies ; and so, once more, I would 
ask for plentiful gifts of eveiything relating to the lives 
and history of our New England people, so that those to 
come after us may have exact knowledge of how our an- 
cestors lived and what manner of folk they were. 

At the head of a Oerman museum catalog of the year 
1742 there is printed a rhymed motto. Let me commend 
the following free translation to your earnest considera- 
tion: — 

^* To beg lor onriot is indeed no shame; 
One seldom gets the chance to bay the same. 
And then *iis donbtless trae, we say, 
In worth the whole doth all the parts oatweigh. 
From him, therefore, who rare things hath at home, 
Let them, uncharged, onto onr tieasary come, 
And the whole school wiU keep his memory green, 
Who a kind giver to oor stores hath been.** 



REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN. 
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154 
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In presenting the annual statement of the condition of 
the libiary and of the work accomplished it is inevitable 
that much of it is uninteresting to the average member of 
the society. Statistics are always dry reading, and much 
of the routine work, while occupying many hours of each 
day, furnishes nothing of interest to relate. The libraiy 
does not attract the average reader, — ^it is the student and 
the specialist who turn to it for aid, and it is our aim to 
properly classify and catalog its collections and make them 
available for such demands. 

The accessions for the year have been as follows : —

Total of accessions 2081 volumes, and 10,258 pam- 
phlets and serials. 

The fund available for the purchase of books has been 
used by the Book Committee in building up special col- 
lections according to the policy adopted in former yeais. 
The Ward Memorial Libraty of books relating to China 
and the Chinese has been enriched by the purchase of 157 
volumes of history, travel, and general works, in £nglish 
and continental languages, many of which have been 
bought from booksellers abroad. This collection of books 
is used from time to time by students of a high rank who 
one and all commend its value and scope. 

A set of the latest edition of the Encyclopedia Britanni- 
ca printed on India paper has been purchased for the ref- 
erence libraiy.

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Fourteen log books have been added to the Marine Col- 
lection by gift, and 52 works relating to the commercial 
marine hiftve been purchased. The sets of periodicals in 
this collection haye been boilt up materially, and fiye of 
these are cuirently receired by subscription. 

Large additions haye been made to the collection of 
Essex County authors and we have been fortunate, as in 
former years, in obtaining old files of newspapers pub- 
lished in yarious towns of the County, in one instance a 
file coyering thirly-two years being secured for a compara- 
tiyely small sum. 

It is our desire to include in this collection all books 
written by Essex Counly authors ; complete sets of the 
annual reports of selectmen, school committees, and all 
other municipal reports of each city and town in the 
County; histories of the towns including histories of 
churches and organizations of all kinds ; genealogies of 
County families ; all newspapers published in the County ; 
and all circulars, programs, and other ephemeral printed 
matter in any way related to it 

We haye received by gift a large number of valuable 
additions to this Essex County collection including five 
early reports of the town of Wenham, and one of the 
town of Hamilton, all in broadside form, as well as five 
early reports of Beverly and Essex in pamphlet form, all 
of which were presented by Mr. Charles L. Allen of Wen- 
ham. 

Mr. John Robinson has made valuable additions to the 
Robinson Numismatic Collection, which now contains, 
with but few exceptions, every book published relating to 
Oriental coins. 

Mrs. William C. Endicott of Danvers, presented twelve 
portfolios of Civil War photographs which were given to 
Hon. William C. Endicott while he was Secretary of War. 

We are indebted as in former years to Professor Edward 
S. Morse, Major George M. Whipple, and Mr. Lawrence 
W. Jenkins, for frequent gifto, and the Salem Public Li- 
brary, and l^e Salem Fraternity, as is their custom, have 
sent files of newspapers for the preceding year. 

The Salem Five Cents Savings Bank has donated about 
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forty bandies of Banker^s MagazineB, and Financial Chron- 
icles, and 72 city directories have been recdved from the 
Meek Publishing Company. 

Mr. Hugh F. E. Farrell has given from time to time 
bundles of circulars, programs, and tickets which he has 
collected in Lynn and Salem. 

Letters have been sent to the authors of many genealo- 
gies and town histories recently published, seeking to re- 
ceive their books in exchange for publications of the In- 
stitute. A good proportion of these letters brought &vor- 
able responses, and in some instances the books were pre- 
sented, showing the plan to be a practical way of eking 
out the small sum available for the purchase of such books. 

By vote of the Board of Directors a set of the Histori- 
cal Collections, and twenty-eight cases of duplicate books 
and pamphlets, were given to the New York^ State Li- 
brary at Albany in response to a letter soliciting aid. 

The manuscript collection has not received any consid- 
erable accessions. Among the most notable are the fol- 
lowing: — from Captain Luis F. Emilio of New York City, 

21 autograph letters from various officers in the Civil 
War; from Miss Catherine Johnson of North Andover a 
large 'collection of manuscript sermons of Rev. Samuel 
Johnson, also copies of letters written by him to various 
persons. He was bom in Salem, Oct 10, 1822, and died 
in North Andover Feb. 19, 1882; was graduated at 
Harvard College in 1842, and at the Cambridge Divin- 
ity School in 1846. He filled pastorates in Dorches- 
ter and Lynn, and his sermons were strong in political 
and anti-slavery sentiments. He delivered a course of 
lectures in Salem, which was the basis of his well known 
work on Oriental religions. From Senator George Peabody 
Wetmore, of Newport, R. I. the diaries of the following 
members of the Holyoke family of Salem : — Mrs. Mary 
(Vial) Holyoke for the years, 1760-1800 ; her daughter, 
Margaret Holyoke for the years 1778-1778, 1780-1782, 
1784-1786, 1789-1791, 1798, 1794, 1796, 1797, 1801- 
1822 ; and her daughter Elizabeth for the years 1786 and 
1787. These diaries present an intimate picture of home 

'and social life in Salem for a period of sixty-two yean. 
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Oor attention has again been called to the importance 
and value of oar collection of American almanacs. Dr. 
Charles L. Nichols of Worcester who is compiling a bibli- 
ography of early American almanacs writes : — ** Yon have 
a fine Daniel Trayisy 1712 ; several Bowens in excellent 
condition ; Bickerstaff, 1777, with the Hancock cut ; D. 
George, 1776, with leaf added containing the Warren cut ; 
D. Oeorge, 1787, the only copy I have seen; the New 
England Callender by Copernicus Partridge, 1786 ; Noyes* 
New Hampshire Almanac for 1795 ; Liow's Almanac, 1779, 
one variety ; Weatherwise, 1788, Portsmouth, N. H. ; 1790, 
Town & Country ; 1795, New Hampshire Calendar ; 1800, 
Conn, imprint; 1807, Boston; Columbian Calendar for 
1801, Remington Southwick ; American Medical Almanac, 
1839, by Smith. I have never seen any of the list except 
the Bickerstaff of which there is an imperfect copy at 
Worcester." This gentleman has examined the almanacs 
in the libraries of New York, Washington, Providence, 
Boston, Cambridge, and Worcester. Our collection by 
actual count contains 204 American almanacs printed be- 
fore 1800, and 172 printed between 1800 and 1820. It 
is astonishing when we consider the large number issued, 
how few have been preserved to the present day. Isaiah 
Thomas printed 29,000 copies of his almanac for the year 
1797. The newspaper and the almanac were among the 
first productions of the presses of New England and are 
consequently of great value to the student of early im- 
prints. 

The classification and cataloging of the library has pro- 
gressed well and 11,867 cank have been added to the 
catalog and 1,287 cards to the shelflist, a total of 18,154 
cards written. 

The purchase of printed cards from the Library of Con- 
gress, and the American Library Association has been con- 
tinued so far as practical and 6,808 cards have been bought 
at a cost of $67.91. 

The following changes have occurred in the personnel 
of the staff. The head cataloger Miss May E. Taft has 
resigned to accept a similar position in the library of the 
University of Maine, and the vacancy has been filled by 
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Miss Marion W. Nichols. Three of the assistants haye 
been taking special oonnes at Simmons College in cat- 
aloging and okssifioation, requiring one half day each week 
through the winter. 

Much time is consumed in making additional entries for 
continuations and different editions of books already cat- 
aloged. In a library of this kind which is constantly re- 
ceiving additions from the attics and overflowing book- 
oases of its friends no small ^g/j^ of the time of the assist- 
ants is occupied in carefully comparing many books which 
prove to be duplicates, but are nevertheless acceptable as 
they may be used in exchange with other libraries. 

For the encouragement of our friends who send us the 
miscellaneous literary accumulations of their households 
let me quote from the Bookmart of January, 1890 : — ** In 
every city there should be one libraiy which should pre- 
serve everything without the slightest regard to its appar- 
ent value, or the current demand." The Essex Institute 
has been following this policy for over half a century and 
in many instances its wisdom has already become appar- 
ent. We look to the members and friends of the present 
day to assist us in building up this valuable library for 
posterily.

ESSEX INSTITUTE 

AND BY-LAWS ADOPTED JUNE 5, 1899» TOGETHBB 
WITH SUBSEQUENT AMENDMENTS. 



COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 



AN ACT TO INOOBPOBATE THE 

ESSEX HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
•f Representatives in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, that Edward Augustus Holyoke of 
Salem, in the County of Essex, Doctor of Medicine, and 
such other persons as have associated and may hereafter 
associate themselves with him for the purpose of collect- 
ing and preserving materials for the civil and natural his- 
tory of the said County of Essex, be, and they hereby 
are made a body corporate and politic by the name of The 
Essex Historical Society, and by that name they and their 
successors may sue and be sued, and shall be capable in 
law to take and hold in fee simple or otherwise, lands, 
tenements, rents and hereditaments, not exceeding in the 
whole the yearly value of two thousand dollars, exclusive 
ef the building or buildings which may be actually occu- 
pied for the purposes of said corporation ; and they shall 
also be capable in law to take, receive and hold personal 
•state to an amount the yearly value of which shall not 

(68) 
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exceed the enm of two thousand dollars, exclosiTe of the 
books, papers, memorials and other articles composing 
the library and cabinet of the said corporation ; and they 
shall also have power to sell, demise, exchange, or other- 
wise dispose of, all or any part of their lands, tenements* 
rents, hereditaments and other property aforesaid, for the 
benefit of the said corporation ; and shall also hare a 
common seal which they may break, alter and renew at 
their pleasare ; and shall also have power to make by- 
laws, with suitable penalties, and not repugnant to the 
laws of this Commonwealth. 

Sbction 2. Be it further enacted, that the said cor- 
poration shall have power, from time to time, as they 
may think fit, to elect a President and such other officers 
as they shall judge necessary ; and at their first meeting, 
they may agree upon the manner of calling future meet- 
ings, and proceed to execute all or any of the powers 
vested in them by this act 

SsoTiON 8. Be it further euacted, that the library and 
cabinet of the said corporation shall be kept in the town 
of Salem aforesaid. 

Sbction 4. Be it further enacted, that the said 
Edward Augustus Holyoke be and hereby is authorized 
to notify the said first meeting of the said Corporation by 
an advertisement thereof under his hand for seven days 
before such meeting in any newspaper printed in Salem 
aforesaid.

Be it enacted hy the Seriate and Ebuse of Repreeentativett 
in Q-eneral Court aaembled and by the authority (^ 
the $ame. 

That Andrew Nichols, William Oakes and William 
Prescott, and their associates, are hereby made a corpora- 
tion, by the name of the Essex County Natural History 
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Society, for the parpose of promotiDg the ecience of Nat- 
ural History, with all the powers and privileges, and sub- 
ject to all the liabilities contained in the forty-fourth 
chapter of the Revised Statutes of this Commonwealth, 
** passed on the fourth day of November, in the year one 
thousand eight hundred and thirty-five," and for the pur- 
pose aforesaid may hold real estate to the amount of ten 
thousand dollars, and personal estate, exclusive of the 
books, papers and articles in the cabinet of said society, 
to the amount of twenty thousand dollars.

AN ACT TO INCORPOEATB THE 

ESSEX INSTITUTE. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Souse of Representatives^ 
in Genial Court assembled^ and by the authority of 
samej as follows: 

Sect. 1. The members of the Essex Historical Society, 
and the members of the Essex County Natural History 
Society, together with such persons as may hereafter as- 
sociate with them, are hereby made a corporation by the 
name of the '^ Essex Institute ;" with all the powers and 
privileges and subject to all the liabilities contained in the 
forty-fourth chapter of the Revised Statutes. 

Sect. 2. Said corporation may hold real estate to the 
amount of thirty thousand dollars, and personal estate, ex- 
clusive of the books, papers, and articles in the cabinets of 
said corporation, to the amount of twenty thousand dollars 

Sect. 3. The Essex Institute shall have for its object 
the advancement of horticulture, in addition to the objects 
for which the Essex Historical Society and the Essex 
County Natural History Society were incorporated. 

Sect. 4. All property now owned by said Essex His- 
torical Society, and said Essex County Natural History 
Society, and all property, that may accrue to either of said 
societies, shall belong to the Essex Institute. 
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Sbct. 5. All donations and bequests which may have 
been made to the Essex Historical Society, or to the Es- 
sex County Natural History Society, shall accrue to, and 
become the property of, the Essex Institute, and sludl be 
devoted to the objects for which such donation or bequest 
was made. 

Sect. 5. The income from the funds of the Essex His- 
torical Society shall be devoted to the objects of the his- 
torical department, and the income from ^e funds of the 
Essex County Natural History Society shall be devoted to 
the objects of natural history, or horticulture ; providedy 
haweveTj if the said corporation shall at any time be in 
arrears in meeting its current expenses, from the sums re- 
ceived from annual assessments, the income from the his- 
torical funds and the income from the' natural history 
funds shall be applied, pro rata^ to meet the deficiency. 

Sect. 7. The treasurer shall keep separate accounts of 
the funds which belonged to the Essex Historical Society 
and to the Essex County Natural History Society, under 
the direction of a finance committee, to be appointed at the 
annual meeting. 

Sect. 8. The library and cabinets of said corporation 
shall be kept in the city of Salem. 

Sect. 9. The Essex Institute shall be liable for all the 
debts due from the Essex Historical Society and from the 
Essex County Natural History Society. 

Sect. 10. The president of the Essex Historical So- 
ciety, or the president of the Essex County Natural His- 
tory Society, is hereby authorized to notify the first meet- 
ing of the Essex Institute, by an advertisement thereof, 
under his hand, for seven days before such meeting, in any 
newspaper printed in the city of Salem. 

Sect. 11. This act shall take effect from and after its 
adoption by the Essex Historical Society and the Essex 
County Natural History Society, at meetings of the two 
societies held for that purpose ; and all acts inconsistent 
with this act shall, after the adoption hereof, be consid- 
ered as repealed. 

Approved February 11, 1848. 
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An Amendment to the 
Act to Incorporate the Essex Institute. 
Be it enacted^ etc.j asfollowi: 

Sect. 1. The Essex Institute shall have for its object 
the advancement of the arts, literature and science, in ad- 
dition to the objects for which the Essex Historical Society 
and the Essex County Natural History Society were in- 
corporated. 

Sect. 2. The third section of Chapter five of the acts 
of the year eighteen hundred and forty-^ight is hereby 
repealed. 

Sect. 3. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance 
by said Essex Institute, at a meeting duly held for that 
purpose.

Sect. 1. The Essex Institute, incorporated by Chapter 
five of the acts of the year eighteen hundred and forty- 
eight, is hereby authorized to hold personal estate, exclu- 
sive of the books, papers and articles in the cabinets of 
said corporation, to the amount not exceeding one hundred 
thousand dollars. 

Sect. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

The Essex Institute is hereby authorized to 
hold real estate to an amount not exceeding one hundred 
thousand dollars in value, and to hold personal estate, 
exclusive of the books, papers and other articles in the 
cabinets of said corporation^ to an amount not exceeding 
two hundred thousand dollars in value. 

Sbct. 2. This act shall take effect upon its passage.

BY-LAWS. 



Adopted June 5, 1899. 



ARTICLE I. MEMBERSHIP. 

Section 1. Any person may be elected a member, by ballot, at 
a regular meeting, by a majority vote of the members present and 
voting, the name of such person having been proposed in writing 
by two members at a previous meeting. 

Sec. 2. Any person not residing in the County of Essex, who 
may be interested in the objects of the Institute, or desirous of 
promoting its work, may be elected a corresponding member, by 
ballot, at a regular meeting, by a majority vote of the members 
present and voting, upon nomination by the Board of Directors ; 
but corresponding members shall not be eligible to office, nor 
entitled to vote, nor liable to assessment. 

Sec. 3. Persons who shall have attained an eminent distinction 
in Science, Literature or the Arts, may be elected honorary mem- 
bers, by ballot, at the annual meeting, by a majority vote of the 
members present and voting, upon nomination by the Board of 
Directors. 

Sec. 4. Any member may become a life member, and be exempt 
from the pajrment of the annual assessment, by paying the sum 
of fifty dollars to be added to the invested funds of the Insti- 
tute. 

ARTICLE n. MEETINGS. 

Section 1. Regular meetings shall be held on the first Monday 
of each month, at the rooms of the Institute. The meeting in 
May shall be the annual meeting.* 

Sec. 2. The Secretary shall call special meetings on the order 
of the President, or at the written request of five members. 

*At a meeting of the Essex Institute held May 4, 190S, the following 
amendment was adopted: 

Article if. Section 1. "Regular meetings shall be held on the first 
Monday of each month. The meeting in May shall be the annual 
meeting."

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Busineas to be transacted at a special meeting shall be limited 
to the subjects stated in the calL 

Seo. 3. The Board of Directors shall meet on the first Monday 
of each month, and at such other times as they may be called 
together by the President. 

Ssc. 4. Eleven members shall be a quonim for holding any 
meeting of the Institute, except at the annual meeting or when 
the by-laws are to be repealed or amended, when fifty members 
shall be a quorum: but any less number shall hare power to 
adjourn such meeting. 

Ssc. 5. Five members of the Board of Directors shall be a 
quonmi. 

ARTICLE III. OFFICERS. 

SccnoN 1. The Officers of the Institute shall be a President, 
four Vice Presidents and a Council of twelve members to be 
chosen by the members of the Institute by ballot at the annual 
meeting, together constituting the Board of Directors; and a 
Secretary, a Treasurer and a Librarian to be chosen by the Di- 
rectors as hereinafter provided. The President shall hold olBce 
for one year and until his successor is elected. At the first 
annual meeting after the adoption of these by-laws, one Vice 
President and three Councillors shall be elected to serve for one 
year, one Vice President and three Councillors for two years, 
one Vice President and three Councillors for three years, and 
one Vice President and three Councillors for four years, and 
at each succeeding annual meeting there shall be chosen one 
Vice President and three Councillors for four years. 

Seo. 2. The Board of Directors shall, as soon as practicable 
after their election, choose, by ballot, a Secretary, a Treasurer 
and a Librarian, who shall hold office for one year, and until 
their successors are elected. The votes of at least twelve Di- 
rectors shall be necessary for a choice. 

ARTICLE IV. NOMINATION OF OFFICERS. 

Section l. At the regxilar March meeting of the Institute, the 
President shall appoint five members, not officers, to be a nomi- 
nating committee, who shall report, at the regular April meet- 
ing, one candidate for each office to be filled at the next annual 
meeting, and also for each vacancy existing on the Board of 
Directors, and they shall prepare for use at such annual meet- 
ing, ballots containing the names of the officers to be voted for, 
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to be designated as "Presented by the nominating committee," 
and shall cause a copy of this ballot to be mailed to each mem- 
ber of the Institute at least fourteen days prior to the date of 
the meeting. On the ballot so mailed, there shall be sufficient 
space for members to write in, and vote for, others of their 
choice. 

ARTICLE V. DUTIES OF OFFICEES. 

Section 1. The President, or in his absence the senior Vice 
President who shall be present, shall preside at all meetings of 
the Institute, and of the Board of Directors. 

The President shall, at the annual meeting or at an adjourn- 
ment thereof, appoint a Finance Ck)nmiittee consisting of ^Te 
Directors, of which committee he shall be ew-officio chairman. 
As soon as may be after the annual meeting, he shall also ap- 
point, with the approval of the Directors, Committees on Library 
and Publications, on Lectures, and on Field Meetings.* 

Sec. 2. The Board of Directors shall have the custody and 
control of the estates, buildings and collections of the Insti* 
tute, shall fix the salaries of the Secretary, Treasurer, Librarian^ 
assistants and employees, may appropriate and authorize the 
expenditure of money, and shall have general management and 
control of the property and affairs of the Institute, except as 
otherwise herein provided.! 

The Directors may, in case of any vacancy upon the Board, 
elect by ballot a member of the Institute to iiU the vacancy until 
the next annual meeting. 

*At a meeting of the Essex Institute held May 6, 1901, the foUowinsr 
amendment was adopted: 

Article V. Section 1. Paragraph 2. "The President shall, at the 
annual meeting or at an adjournment thereof, appoint a Finance 
Committee which shall consist of himself and four Directors. As 
soon as may be after the annual meeting, he shall also appoint, with 
the approval of the Directors, Committees on Library and Publica- 
tions, on Lectures, and on Field Meetings." 

fAt a meeting of the Essex Institute held May 2, 1904. Article V. 
Section 2. was amended by adding after the first clause ia that sec- 
tion. the following: 

"The Board of Directors may, with the concurrence of the Finance 
Committee, in its discretion, sell and convey or lease, to such persons 
and upon such terms as it may think fit, any real estate which the 
Essex Institute may now or hereafter own, or be in any way entitled 
to. All deeds, leases, and instruments of conveyance of real estate so 
sold or leased shall be signed and acknowledged in the name of the 
Essex Institute by its President and its Treasurer who shall aflix 
thereto its corporate seal. And generally the said Board of Directors 
may discharge all such functions and execute all such powers in this 
behalf as are conferred upon the Essex Institute by virtue of the 
Acts of the Commonwealth, but with the concurrence, in all cases, of 
the Finance Committee." 
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The Directors may appoint Curators of History, Science, Lit- 
cratore, Art« Numisoiatics. Manoseripts, Music and Horticnltnre, 
and of the Hoaeum; also aasiatants to the Secretary, Librarian 
^twf Cnrators* and such special committees as the interests of 
the Institute may from time to time require. The chairman 
of etery committee, whether standing or special, shall be chosen 
from the Board of Directors* and the President, when a member 
of a eommittce, shall be e^-officio chairman of it. 

Sbc. 3. The Secretary shaU gire notice of all meetings and 
record their proceedings; shall notify all members and of^cers 
of their election; shall hare charge of all papers and documents 
relating to the general business of the Institute ; shall conduct 
general correspondence ; and at the annual meeting shall report 
the doings of the Institute during the year. He shall keep a sep- 
arate record of the by-laws and amendments thereto, and a memr 
bership list containing accurate minutes of name, residence, 
date of election, death or resignation: and he shall, under the 
control of the Treasurer, collect and turn OFcr to him, at least 
once in each month, the <M»«wa.i membership dues, the proceeds 
from the sale of publications, and all moneys recelFed from other 
sources. 

He shall attend and record the action of all meetings of the 
Institute, Directors and Standing Committees, and also of such 
special committees as may request his senrices. He shall pei^ 
form such other duties, not inconsistent with his office, as the 
Board may direct. 

Sbc. i. The Treasurer shall recelTe all income, donations and 
bequests, and shall deposit the same, in the name of the Essex 
Institute, in a Salem bank to be designated by the Finance 
Committee. He shall pay all approved bills against the Insti- 
tute. He shall keep accurate books of account. At each annual 
meeting and whenever requested, he shall furnish the Directors 
with a statement of the Institute's financial condition. He 
shall, when so directed by the Finance Conmiittee, draw his 
check for such investments as they shall decide upon. He 
shall endorse, in the name of the Essex Institute, all checks 
and other negotiable instruments. Under the direction and 
with the approval of the Finance Committee he may issue prom« 
issoiy notes in the name of the Essex Institute, these notes to 
be countersigned by the chairman of the Finance Committee. 
On the payment of any debt secured by mortgage, the Treasurer 
is authorised to acknowledge satisfaction and to discharge the 
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The Directors may require a bond of the Treasurer and fix 
the amount thereof. 

Seo. 5. The Librarian shall, under the direction of the 
Standing Committee on Library and Publications, have the cus- 
tody of all books and other printed works, maps, charts, manu- 
scripts and diagrams, belonging to the Institute; shall attend 
to their arrangement, cataloguing and preservation; and, imder 
the direction of the said Committee, shall examine the condition 
of the Library and make a written report thereon at the annual 
meeting. 

Sko. 6. The Curators shall, under the general control of the 
Board, have special charge of their respective departments. 

ARTICLE VI. STANDING COMMITTEES. 

Section 1. The Finance Committee shall examine and, if 
found correct, shall approve all bills against the Institute, and 
shall be entrusted with the care and investment of its perman- 
ent funds. At least once in six months they shall examine the 
books, accounts and vouchers of the Treasurer, and also all in- 
vestments belonging to the Institute, and as auditors they shall 
examine the annual report of the Treasurer, and if found cor- 
rect, shall certify thereto. 

All stocks, bonds, mortgages and other investments of the In- 
stitute shall be kept in a safety-deposit box in some Salem 
bank, taken in the name of the Essex Institute, access to which 
shall only be had jointly by the Treasurer and the chairman of 
the Finance Conmiiittee, or by some other member or members 
of the same to be thereto designated by vote of the Committee. 
Two persons shall always be present when access is had to said 
safety-deposit box. 

No change in investments shall be made except by vote of the 
Finance Committee duly recorded. 

Seo. 2. The Library and Publication Committee shall cause to 
be made an annual examination of the condition of the Library, 
and shall have the management of the Library and of all pub- 
lications of the Institute, and shall regulate the manner of their 
distribution. 

Seo. 8. The Committees on Lectures and on Field Meetings 
shall respectively have charge of all lectures, and public meet- 
ings except such as may be given under the direction of any 
curator in the line of his department. 
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ARTICLE VII. ASSESSMENTS. 

SscTiON 1. An aasesBineiit of three dollars shall be paid bjr 
every member on admission, and annually thereafter on the first 
Monday in May. 

Sbc. 2. No member who shall be in arrears for one year shall 
be entitled to vote or hold any office; and any member so in 
arrears, who shall refuse or neglect to pay his dues for six 
months after being notified thereof by the Treasurer, by written 
notice duly recorded, shall cease to be a member of the Insti- 
tute. 

Sko. 3. The President and Treasurer may exempt membera 
from the payment of assessments when they may deem it for 
the interest of the Institute so to do. 

ARTICLE Vni. APPROPRIATIONS. 

SBcnon 1. The Institute will assimie no liability for any debt 
contracted unless it shall have been first authorized by a vote 
of the Board of Directors or by the Institute. 

Sso. 2. Whenever the Board of Directors shall appropriate 
any money which shall be expended by any curator or committee, 
such curator or committee shall render an account of the same 
to the Treasurer, with vouchers ; and the balance, if any, shall be 
returned to the treasury of the Institute. 

Sbc. 3. Whenever any entertainment, lecture, exhibition or 
concert is given for the benefit of any department of the Insti- 
tute, the curator or committee having charge of the same shall 
render to the Treasurer a statement of the receipts and ex- 
penses incurred, and when all bills are paid, the net receipts of 
the same shall be turned over to the Treasurer. 

ARTICLE IX. ROOMS. 

Section 1. The rooms shall be open to members and the pub- 
lic at such times and under such regulations as the Directors 
may determine. 

ARTICLE X. REPEAL OR AMENDMENT OF BY-LAWS. 

Sbotton 1. The by-laws may be repealed or amended by the 
vote of two-thirds of the members present and voting, at a 
regular meeting, notice of the proposed repeal or amendment 
having been given in vmting at a previous regular meetings 
and at least fifty members voting in the affirmative.

NEEDS OF THE PICTURE GALLERY. 

During the sixty-four years of its corporate exis- 
tence the Essex Institute has received by gift over 
one hundred and twenty-five paintings in oil (the 
larger number being portraits)^ together with minia- 
turesy engravings^ pottery and porcelain^ laces and 
embroidery, and other art objects. The new picture 
gallery will xnake possible the proper exhibition of 
these collections and also permit the installation^ from 
time to time, of loan exhibits^ whereby private 
collectors of paintings and art obfects may be able to 
exert an artistic influence and confer a pleasure not 
only upon those living in and about Salem, but upon 
the larger circle attracted to this city by its museums, 
and its historical and literary associations* The 
Essex Institute invites the cooperation of all those 
who may be able to assist in this needed and much 
desired work. 
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NEEDS OF THE MUSEUM. 

The attention of aH persons interested in the pres- 
ervation and exhibition of historical objects is called 
to the facilities offered by die new museum hall* All 
objects which show in any way the home life of the 
past will be gratefully received and carefully pre- 
served and exhibited. Almost every house has somer- 
thing relating to the past and it is by bringing these 
separate objects together that large collections are 
formed and the history of the ^* by-gone day'^ is the 
more fully illustrated. Every article received will be 
marked with the name of the donor and» when 
desirable^ with a short description of its use or asso- 
ciation, thus preserving for all time the object and its 
history, both of which otherwise might be bst 
forever. The scope of the museum and the nature 
of the material desired is especially called to the 
attention of those intending to remove from one 
house to another and to those having the setdement 
of estates, for many interesting objects are destroyed 
at such times which, if preserved in the museum of 
the Essex Institute, would help to make the collection 
what it is most desired to be — a complete record of 
the life of our forefathers. 
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
